Established by the Honuurable Court of Directors of the East- 
India Company, for the Benefit of all Persons in thetr Employ (6 
England; Persons retired from the Home Service; Pensioners, 
Widows, and Children; andother Annuituhts, being Relatives of 
Persons who have been in the Company's Employ at Heme, ane 
their Children. 

The managers for the house department will receive deposits 
every Satarday, between the hous of ten o'clock in the raorning 
and four o’cloct: in the afternoon. 

A monthly interest to be allowed, at the rate of ane halfpenny 

for every fifteen shillings (being vearly equal to 2$d. pet cent. per 
diem) on the amount of each depositor’s balance on the 20th of 
every month, to be accounted due on the 20th of the following 
month. ‘The interest due to the respective depositors to be ade 
justed half-yearly—namely, on the 20th May and on the 20th Noy 
vember in each year—-when the sums found due on that socount 
will be added to the balance of the account of each depositor. 
No sum to be ai Lciy to account for interest less than ove half 
penny. 
* The sum or sums deposited by any one person shall not, in 
any one year, reckoning from the 2ovh day of November, exceed 
£30, exclusive of interest ; but a depositor having withdrawn any 
sum or sunis of money, may redeposit at any time within any one 
year, reckoning from the 20th November, any sum or sums, pros 
vided the sunt or sums redeposited, and any previous depesit or dee 
posits in the course of the year, taken together, shall not exoeed ag 
any time in such year the sum of £30 additional principal money 
bearing interest. 

No deposit of less than threepence to ‘be received. ; 
~ Depositors wishing to withdraw the whole or any part of their 
deposits, to give one week's notice of their intention so to dow 
Notices to be received on Saturdays only. 

Any person making a deposit will be furnished with a beak, 
which contains all the rules, orders, and regulations of the bank 
for Savings. 

The Court of Directors having been induced, from a desire 
promote the interests of the various classes of their servants, to 
eM@blish a Bank for Savings, have declared, by a minute of court, 
of roth June 1818, ‘¢ That it is not their intention in any way to 
“¢ interfere with the management, of to @xercise any supervision 
*s uf the accounts; the knowledge, therefore, of the payments 
*¢ made by the respective depositors will be exclusively cenfined 
** to the trustees and managers of the institution.”

CIVIL SERVANTS. 


Regulations for the Grant of Absentee Allowance to Civil 
Servants when in Europe. 


That after an actual residence iu India in the civil service of ten 
years or upwards, a covenauted civil servant of the Company, upon 
either of the establishments of Bengal, Madras, or Bombay, shall be 
entitled, whether on account of ill health or from any other cause, 
and without reference to his private fortune, to come once to Eu- 
rope, on leave for three years, and to receive for that period from the 
Company’s cash an allowance of £500 per anvum, provided that 
in no case shall a greater number of servants come home under this 
regulation, annually, than seventeen from Bengal, nine from Madras, 
and six from Bombay ; nor shall a larger vumber of servants who 
may have come home under this regulation be absent in the whole 
at one time than fifty-one from Bengal, twenty-seven from Madras, 
and eighteen from Bombay, and that the preference shall be given 
first to servants producing medicinal certificates upon vath, that a 
visit to Europe is indispensably necessary for the restoration of 
health; and then to servants in their order of seniority, accord- 
iug to the rank assigned to them by the Court of Directors on the 
gradation list of the service. 

- That in cases of civil servants compelled by illness certified upon 
eath, to come to Europe previous ta their completion of an actual 
residence in the civil service of ten years, such covenanted servants 
shall each be presented with the sum of 2,000 sicca rupees as pas- 
sage money, and shall be entitled, for a period not exceeding three 
years, to an allowance from the Company’s cash of £250 per an- 
nun; but that servants having received this indulgence, shall not, 
tn the event of their again coming to Europe, after having com- 
pleted a residence of ten years or upwards, be entitled to any 
allowance under the first regulation, except their return be again 
occasioned by illness, to be in like manner certified upou oath, and 
then only to the difference between what they have before drawn 
in the shape of absentee allowance, exclusive of passage tnoney, 
and that of £500 per avnum for three years. 

' That servants coming in the first instance to the Cape of Guo 
Hope for the benefit of their health, and being compelled from the 
same cause to come from thence to Europe without previously re- 
turning to India, shal} be considered as entitled to the benefit of 
the foregoing regulations. co 

That in all cases, as well in those of servants coming in the first 
mstance to the Cape, as well as of those coming direct from India, 
the said allowances be considered as commencing from the date of 
feaving India, and certuinating at the expiration of three ycars 
from that date, or at the time of arrival in India, whichever may 
first happen. 

- Vhat the same be paid half-yearly in Europe; that, on no ac- 
count or plea whatsoever, the allowances in question be extended 
beyoud the period of three years; atid 
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- That any servant being in the receipt of absentee allowance 
from a civil-fuad, Shall not be entitled to receive, during the sane 
period of absence, the allowances prescribed by these regulations 
beyond sach amount as may bring the total of his annual receipts 
from both sources to the sum hereby limited. 


OFFICERS RETIRING FROM SERVICE. 
“Regulations respecting Military and other Officers 
retiring from the Company's Service. 

Every officer after twenty-five years’ service in [udia, three years 
for one furlough being included, is allowed to retire with the pay 
of the rank to which he has attained within twelve months of bis 
arrival in Europe, but such pay is to be the same only as that 
allowed to officers of infantry. 

Members of the Medical Board, who have heen iu that station 
not less than two years, and not less than twenty years jiu India, 
including three years for one furlough, are permitted to retire from 
the service, and allowed £500 per annum, and £700 per anoum 
if they have served five years in that station. 

Superintending surgeons, who have been in that station not less 
than two years, and whose period of service have been not less 
than twenty years, including three years for one furlough, are 
permitted to retire from the service, aud allowed £300 per anoum, 
and £365 per anuum if they have served five years in that station. 

All other surgeons and assistant surgeons attached to the mili- 
tary, are permitted to retire from the service on the pay of their 
rank, after having served in India not less than twenty years, in- 
cluding three years for one furluugh. 

A superintending surgeon on the Prince of Wales’ [sland esta- 
blishmnent, who has been in that station not less than two years, 
and not less than twenty years in the service, including three years 
for one furlough, is allowed a pension of £300 per anoum. Iu 
the case of his not having held that office fur two years, his re- 
tiring allowance is limited to ten shillings a day. 

The senior assistant surgeon, after the said period of service, is 
allowed a retiring allowance ot ten shillings a day. 

All other assistant surgeons, after the said period of service, are 
allowed to retire ou five shillings a day. 

A veterinary surgeon is allowed to retire gn seven shillings a 
day after twenty years’ service, including three years for one fur- 
lough ; five shillings and sixpence aeday after thirteen years’ ser- 
vice, including three years for one furlough ; and three shillings 
a-day after six years’ service, in the two last cases provided his 
health shall not permit him to continue to serve in India, 

In the event of any of the Prince of Wales’ Island medical ser- 
vants being compelled by ill health (duly certified) to retire previous 
to their having served twenty years, they are granted, in the case 
of the superintending surgeon aud senior assistant surgeon, # 
retiring allowance of five shillings a-day; and in all other cases, a 
retiring allowance of two shillings and sixpence a-day. If inter- 
mediately hetween the completion of six and ten years, they are 
granted a retiring allowance of two shillings a-day. 
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A surgeon having served twenty years on the Company's esta- 
dlishmeut in China, including three years for one furlough, is 
allowed to retire on a pension of £200 per aunum. 

_ Ao assistant-sargeon, after the said peried of service, who shall 
not have attained the station of head surgeon, is allowed to retire 
on a pension of £150 per annum. 

A chaplain, after eighteen years’ service in India, including three 
years for one furlougit, is allowed to retire on the pa pay of liente- 
nant-colonel; after ten years (if compelled by ill-health to quit tlie 
service), on the half. -pay of lieutenant-colonel ; after seven years, 
on the half-pay of major. 

A chaplain, after eightcen years’ service on the Company’s esta- 
blishment in China, including three years’ absence on furlough, is 
allowed to retire ou a pension of £365 per annum ; after ten years’ 
actual service (if compelled by ill-health to quit the service), upon 
£200. 15s. per annum; after seven years’ actual service, upor 
£173. 7s. 6d. per annum. 

A commissary or deputy commissary of ordnance, not being a 
commissioned officer, is allowed to retire on full pay if he has 
served twenty-seven years in India, of which twelve must have 
been in the ordnance department; twenty-five years, fourteen of 
which in that department ; or twenty-two years, seventeen years 
of which in the ordnance department. 

* A conductcr of stores is allowed to retire on £60 per annum 
after twenty-five years’ actual service in India. 

Every lieutenant-colonel, major, or captain, is allowed to retire 
with the half-pay of the rank to which he has attained, in case his 
health shall not permit him to serve in India. 

A lieutenant having served thirteen, or an ensign nine years in 
India, including three years for a furlough, may retire on the half- 

ay of bis rank, in case his health shall not permit him to serve in 
ndia. 
A subaltern officer, or military assistant surgeon, having ser cil 
six yearsin India, is permitted to retire on the half-pay of ensign, 
if his constitution should be so impaired as to prevent the possi- 
bility of his continuing in India. 

Every officer returning on furlough, and wishing to retire from 
the service, must make a declaration to that effect, within twelve 
months after his arrival in England; and in case of his neglecting 
0 to do, he must, at the expiration of his furlough, cither retara 
to India, or be held to have relinqnished the service, aud not be 
entitled to retire on pay, unless be has continued to serve ip Jniia, 
from his first arrival, for the space of twenty-two years, without 
having a furlough; in that case he is allowed. two yeurs before he 
shall be called upon to signify his intention of retiring ; but he can 
ouly be allowed the pay of the rank he held at the expiration’ of 
twelve months from his arrival in Europe. 

Officers retiring from the service, will be considered to have reé 
tired from the date of their application for leave to retire; or from 
the expiration of two years from the date of their landing in Eng- 
fand, whichever shall bappen first. 
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Officers (of whatever rank) must be ten years in India before 
they can be entitled (except in case of certified sickness, and as 
hereafter specified) to their rotation to be absent on furlough, and 
the same rule is applicable to assistant military surgeons and veteri- 
nary surgeons. ‘The farlough to be granted by the commander-iu- 
chief at each presidency, with the approbation of the respective 
governments. 

Otficers who have not served ten years in India, but whose pre- 
sence in England is required by urgent private affairs, may be al- 
lowed a furlough for one year without pay. 

A chaplain after seven years’ residence in India is allowed to 
come home ou furlough and receive the pay of major. Should he 
come home from sickness prior to this period of service, he is 
allowed the pay of captain only. 

A conductor of stores is allowed furlough pay only in case of 
coming home from sickness. 

Officers coming to England on furlough, are required im- 
mediately to report theirarrival by letter to the secretary, stating the 
name of the ship in which they came, and their address, forward- 
ing at the same time the certificates they received in India. 

_ ‘The period of furlough is three years, reckoning from its date to 
the day of the return of the officer to his presidency. 

Officers are required to join the establishment to which they 
belong at the expiration of the three years’ furlough, unless they 
shall .have obtained an extension of leave from the court, six 
months before the expiration of that period. No furlough will be 
extended, except in cases of sickness, certified in the manner here- 
after mentioned ; or in cases, in which it shall be proved to the 
court that a further residence in Europe is indispensably necessary. 

All officers finding it necessary to solicit a farther leave of ab- 
sence on accuant of sickness, must, if resident in London or its 
vicinity, appear before the Company’s examining physician, Dr. 
W.F. Chambers, of Upper Brook-street, Grosvenor-square, who 
will repost to the Court of Directors his opinion on the state of such 
officer’s health. And if resident in the country in any part of the 
United Kingdom, they must transmit with their letter of application 
for such leave, a certificate according to the following form, signed 
by at lesat two gentlemen, eminent in the medical profession, viz: — 

I hereby certify, that Ihave carefully examined (state the nature of the case, 
ae well as the name of the party), and I declare, upon my honour, that according 
to the best of my judgment and belief, ts at present unfit for 


milicary duty, and that it is absolutely necessary, for the recovery of his health, that 
he should remain at least - longer in this country. 


Also, previously to such extension of farlongh being granted 
such further proof shall be addaced by personal examination, or 
by such other evidence as shall be deemed satisfactory. oo 

Officers abroad in any part of Europe, applying to remain a 
further time from their duty on account of sickness, are to furnish 
a certificate of two eminent physicians, in the above form, with the 
attestation of a magistrate, that the persons: wlio signed the cer- 
tificate are physicians. : Ae 

‘ Officers ‘having obtained ‘an extension of furlough to a given 
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period, must at its expiration apply for permission, either to return 
to their duty or to reside a further time in England. | 

No officer who has failed to obtain an extension of furlough, will 
be considered eligible to return to the service after five years’ ab- 
sence under the Act of 83 Geo. III. cap, 52, sect. 70. 

Every officer upon leaving India will receive a printed copy of 
the General Order on this subject, published agreeably to the court’s 
instruction, and the plea of ignorance of the regulations will not 
be admitted as any justification of the breach of them ; officers 
therefore, who shall come home on furlough and who shall not in 
due time apply, so as to effect their return to the presidency to 
which they belong within the period of three years from the com- 
mencement of their furlough, will subject themselves to the loss 
of the service, unless they shall be permitted by the court to re- 
main a further time in Europe. 

No officer on furlough can receive pay for more than two years 
and a half from the period of his quitting India until he returns, 
excepting colonels of reziments, and those of the rank of lieutenant 
colonel regimentally, when promoted to that of major general ; the 
latter are then allowed to draw the pay Of their brevet rank beyond the 
above period.

Regulations as to the Charge of Recrutts. : 
Ata Court of Directors, held on the 22d December 1820 :—=

they be placed in charge of the senior Company’s officer, not ex-

FURLOUGH. 

A certain proportion of the officers (to be determined by the 
goverument, with a due regard to the exigencies of the service) 
are allowed to come home on furlough for three years, with the 
pay Only of their rank. 

No officer under the rank of captain who has not actually served 

ten years can be permitted to come home on furlough, unless in 
cases of ill health, under thelike certificates as required from mili- 
tary officers. 
_ If the commodore is permitted to come home on furlough he is 
to be allowed the pay of a captain only. Half the remainder of his 
allowance to be drawn by the senior captain in the service, who is 
_ tO act as commodore during his absence, in addition to the pay of 
his rank as senior captain. 

The regulations for drawing pay on furlough and retirement by 
the officers are, as far as circumstances will admit, the same as 
thuse for the military officers. 
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Regulations for the Admission of Pensioners. 
Every petitioning officer and soldier must produce a certificate 
from his commanding officer of his being an ivvalid, and rendered 
incapable of further service in India, together with au approbation 
of such certificate by the governor and council of the presidency 
where be shall have served. 

Every commissioned officer must previously make oath before 
the governor and council, viz. A colonel that he is not possessed 
of, or entitled to, real and personal property to the value of £4000. 
A lieut.-colonel, £3000. A major, £2500. A captain, £2000. 
A lieutenant, £1000. Au ensign, £750. Officers’ widows must 
produce proof, on affidavit, that their husbands did not die pos- 
sessed of property as above. 

Petitioners residing in England may be admitted if the Court 
shall adjudge them to be proper objects.

Officers and privates to be entitled from the period of their 
landing in England. 

Pensioners neglecting to claim the pension for three half years 
will be considered as dead, and no arrears for a longer period 
than two years back from the date of application for admission 
or readmission, as the case may be, will be allowed either to 
claimants or to pensioners after admission. 


POPLAR FUND. 
Regulations for the Admission of Penstoners. 


That any commander, officer, seaman, or other person, who 
has served on buard either the Company’s own or freighted ships, 
or on board any ships or vessels belonging to the Company, 
employed to or from India or China in the conveyance of dis- 
patches, or on board the Company’s pilot sloops or regular hoys in 
the river Thames (Hoy-masters excepted), and has served therein 
the full term of ten years, or has performed six complete voyages 
to and from India or China on board one of the Company’s own or 
freighted ships, and has regularly contributed to the Fund, and 
shall in every respect appear to the Committee of Shipping to bea 
proper object for relief, shall be eligible to a pension, except as 
hereinafter-mentioned. 

That no commander, officer, or petty officer, shall be allowed 
the amount of pension attached to his station, unless he shall 
have served one complete voyage to and from India or China in 
that capacity ; nor shall the widows or children of those persons be 
allowed the pensions to which they would be entitled from their 
husband’s or parent’s rank, unless as befure-mentioned. 

That the time of service be ascertained from the periods each 
person shall appear to have been borne on the different ships’ 
books, in any and every station whatsoever. 

That any person who shall desert, or quit without leave, the 
ship on board which he had engaged to serve, shall forfeit all claim 
to apension from the Fund ; notwithstanding such person would, 
in other respects, have been eligible under these Regulations. 

That no applicant for relief be allowed a pension, unless 
such person shall first appear before the Committee of Shipping ; 
except in case of age or infirmity, certified upon oath by one or 


more persons, if required, of known character, in the neigh-. 


bourhood of the petitioner. 


That any person who shall have ceased to be employed in the | 


Company’ S sea service, five years previous to presenting a peti- 
tion fcr relief, shall not be allowed a pension, unless recom 


mended by the unanimous report of the seven members of the. 


Committee of Shipping, and confirmed by eighteen out of. the 
twenty-four members of the Court of Directors. 

That every person (commander excepted), on making appli- 
cation for relief, shall produce a certificate from the last com- 
meander with whom he sailed, or the next officer in rank who 
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may be living and in England (in the event of the decease uf the 
commander), of his being incapable of doing any further duty at 
sea, accompanied by a joint certificate from the Company’s 
examining physician and surgeon to the same effect; and shall also 
produce satisfactory testimonials of good conduct when last em- 
ployed in the Company’s service. 

That any person in the Company’s sea-service who shall be 
maimed or wounded in the defence or in doing the duty of the 
ship, so as to be thereby rendered incapable of further service at 
sea, may be allowed the pension of his rank, at the discretion of 
the Committee of Shipping, without reference to his time of service. 

That the widow of a commander, officer, seaman, or other 
person, who shall have served on board the ships and vessels 
mentioned in the first clause of these regulations the full term of 
eight years, or five complete voyages to and from India or China, 
and regula:ly contributed tothe Fund, shall (except as hereinafter- 
mentioned) be eligible to a pension. 

That no widow shall be allowed a pension, unless she shall 
have been married before the husband ceased to be employed in the 
Company’s service. 

That no widow of a petty-officer or seaman shall be allowed a 
pension, who shall be under the age of forty years; unless, upon 
satisfactory certificates, it shall appear that she is incapable, from 
iliness orinfirmity, of getting a livelihood. 

‘That no widow shall be allowed a pension, who shall not pro- 

duce satisfactory certificates that she is in indigent circumstauces, 
and appear to the Committee of Shipping to be in every respect a 
proper object of compassion. 
- hat such persons who may receive parochial relief at the time 
of making application be required to state the amount thereof; and 
that the Comaiittee of Shipping, in all such cases, exercise their 
discretion in respect to any deduction from the annual pension. 

That if any widow admitted a pensioner shall marry again, 
her pension shall cease ; but in the event of her becoming a widow 
a second time, she shall be re-admitted to the benefit of the fund, 
under the same provisions and limitations as upon her original 
admission. 

That the children of a person entitled to a pension, or whose 
widow is entitled to a pension, be each allowed a pension, in 
addition to that: granted to the parent; except as hereinafter-men- 
tioned. 

That the children of a person whose father and mother are 
both deceased, or whose mother may be living and not entitled 
to a pension, and whose father was employed in the Company’s 
sea-service, either at- the period of or within three years of his 
decease, and had in «he whole been in actual service on board ships 
employed by the Company for the space of five years, shall be 
allowed.a pension ; except as hereinafter-mentioned. 

That no child shall be allowed a pension, unless the parents 
shall have been married before the father: ceased to be em- 
ployed in the Company’s service ; nor shall any child be allow-

That the pensions allowed to the children be continued to. th 
males until they attain the age of cighteen years, and to the 
females until they attain the age of twenty-one years or are 
married, whichever may first happen. That in case of absolute 
imbecility or incapacity of body or mind, certified upon oath by 
some respectable person, the Committee of Shipping may in such 
Case continue tbe pensions beyond the ages above-mentioned. 

That the pensions allowed to children be paid, for their use 
and benefit, to such persons as the Committee of Shipping 
may appoint for that purpose.

between that sum and the regulated pension, namely, £50 per 
annum. That this rate shal] apply to all claimants upon the Fund, 
whether commanders, officers, petty officers, seamen, surgeons 
and pursers, their widows and children ; and that it shall not be 
departed from in any case, or on any pretence whatsoever. | 

That every person who shall be allowed a pension do an- 
nually, in the month of June, transmit an affidavit to the Com- 
mittee of Shipping of the amount of his or her income, or 
value of his or her property, for the year preceding, arising 
from sources other than this Fund. 

That any person who shall apply for relief, and shall be 
discovered to have produced a certificate, or other document, 
forged, counterfeited, or altered, by erasureor otherwise, witha 
view to impose upun the Committee of Shipping, in order to 
entitle him or her to a pension, such person shall be incapable 
of ever receiving any benefit whatever from the Fund. | 

That if any pensioner upon the Fund shall reside out of the 
kingdom of Great-Britain and Ireland, without the express per- 
mission of the Committee of Shipping, the pension shall cease. 

That such pensioners as reside in London, or within ten 
miles of London, do attend in person at the East-India House to 
receive their. respective pensions; and that no such pension be 
paid on the authority of a letter of attorney, or order from those 
persons, cxtcpt in case of illness or infirmity, certified by medi- 
cal gentlemen of respectability. 

That the pensions of such persons as reside in London, or 
within ten miles of London, and who shall not attend in person 
at the East-India Howse once in twelve months to receive the 
same, shall cease; unless the Committee of Shipping shall, for 
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reasons which inay appear to them proper, permit the pensions to 
be afterwards continued, which reasons shall be recorded on the 
minutes of the Committee. 

That the pensions of such persons as reside at a greater dis- 
tance than ten miles from London, with the permission of the 
Committee uf Shipping, be allowed to be paid under the authority 
of letters of attorney, ot orders; provided that certificates be pro- 
duced to the paymaster, at Midsummer and Cl:ristmas in each 
year, signed by the minister and churchwarden, or minister and 
elders or churchwardens of the parishes in which the pensioners 
respectively reside, declaring that the pensioners are then alive, and 
resident in those parishes.

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CIVIL AND MILITARY SERVANTS. 


Abstract of Act 33 Geo. III. cap. 52, sec. 70, precluding the 
Return to their Duty of Civil end Military Servants after an 
Alsence of Five Years. 


And be it further enacted, that no person who shal! have held 
any civil or military station whatever, in India, in the service of 
the said United Company, being under the rank or degree of a 
member of council or commander-in-chief of the forces, and who, 
having departed from India by leave of the Governor general in 
council, or Governor in council, shall not return to India within the 
space of five years next aftersuch departure, shall be entitled to any 
rank or restoration of office, or be capable of again serving in India, 
either in the European or native corps of troops, or in the civil line of 
the Company's service; unless, in the case of any civil scrvant of 
the Company, it shall be proved, to the satisfaction of the Court of 
Directors, that such absence was occasioned by sickness or infirmity, 
or unless such person be permitted to return with his rank to India, 
by a vote or resolution passed by way of ballot, by three parts in 
four of the proprietors assembled in general court, specially con- 
vened for that purpose, whereof eight days previous notice of the 
time and purpose of such meeting shall be given in the London 
Gazette, or unless, in the case of any military officer, it shall be 
proved, to the satisfaction of the said Court of Directors and the 
Board of Commissioners for the Affairs of India, that such absence 


was occasioned by sickness or infirmity, or some inevitable accident. 


AT A COURT OF DIRECTORS, 
Held on Wednesday, the 9th August, 1809 ; 


Resolved, That any person who shall, in future, be nominated 
to asituation, either civil or military, in the service of the Com- 
pany, and who shall have obtained such nomination in conse- 
quence of purchase, or agreement to purchase, or of any eorsupt 
pretence whatever, either direct or indirect, by himself or by any

Provided always, that if a fair disclosure of any corrupt 
transaction or practice, of the nature before described, wherein 
any Director has been concerned, shall be voluntarily made by the 
party or parties engaged in the same with such Director, the ap- 
pointment thereby procured shall be confirmed by the Court.

First, That the age is uot less than eighteen, nor more than 
twenty-two. 

Second, Testimonials upon honour of good moral conduct, 
under the hand of the principal or superior authority of the 
college or public institution for instruction in which the nominee 
may have been educated ; or if the nominee has not been educated 
in a public institution, then under the hand of the person or per. 
sons by whom the nominee may have been educated, fur a period 
of not less than two years, immediately preceding the time of 
presentation ; the said testimonials to be such as shall be deemed 
satisfactory by the Court of Directors,

Livy, 
Cicero, Tacitus, Horace and Virgil, which part of the examination 
will include collateral reading in aucient history, geography, aud 
philosophy. 

They will also be examined in mathematics (including the four 
first aud sixth books of Euclid), algebra, logarithus, plane trie 
gononetry, aud mechanics. 

In modern history, principally taken from ‘ Russell’s Mo-

Test. 


No candidate will be deemed qualificd unless he be found to 
possess a competent knowledge of the Greek Testament, aud 
of some portion of the works of at least two of the above-men- 
tioued Latin authors (the particular works to be selected by the 
candidates, subject however to the previous approval of the Exa- 
miner) ; and also of the principles of grammar, the commun 
rules of arithmetic, vulgar and decimal fractions, the four first 
books of Euclid, or the elements of algebra, including simple 

uations; it being understood that superior attainments in either 
of the departments of literature or science comprized in the fore- 
going plan of examination ase the discretion of the Examiuers, 
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be considered to compensate for some deficiency in other of those 
departments. 

These are the minima of qualification. The candidates so qua- 
lified will be classed iu the order in which they may reach higher 
degrees of attainment, and such classification will determine the 


relative rank in the service of the candidates when appointed 
writers, 


Interpretation of the Test. 


Every candidate is expected to be prepared for examination in 
*¢ The Four Gospels in Greek,’’ and two at least of the following 
portions of the Latin authors enumerated in the test. ‘* Three 
Books of Livy.” 

In Virgil, the Eclogues and Georgics as one portion, and eight 
books, at least, of the Aneid, as the other portion. 

In Horace the Odes, Epodes, and Ars Poética, as one portion, 
and the Satires and Epistles as the other portion. 

In Cicero an equivalent in quantity to the whole of the offices, 

In Tacitus an equivalent in quantity to the two first books of 
the Annals. 

‘The examiners expect that each candidate should be prepared 
to answer questions respecting the Sacred History, and the 
Geography and Chronology connected with the events of the New 
Testament. 


Oriental Test. 


First, That in addition to the Test already in force in the 
European branches of study, a kvowledge of two Oriental lan- 
guages be required of every candidate, according to a prescribed 
test, which test is to be considered as the very lowest degree of 
proficiency which can entitle him to the Examiner’s certificate of 
his having passed the Oriental department. 

Second, ‘Vhat the two languages required be the Persian and 
Hindustani. 

Third, That the Oriental examiners do report to the Board of 
Examiners the result of their particular examination, fu order 
that the degree of \iterary merit gained by each individual in the 
prescribed Oriental langnages be considered and receive its due 
value, in determining the order of his rank in the service. 

Fourth, That no candidate, whatever may be his attainments in 
the European studies, will be deemed qualified until he shall have 
obtained from the Oriental examiners a certificate of his having 
attained a degree of proficiency according to the following test, 

I. Writing the character in which the Persian and Hindustani 
languages are commonly written, in a fair and legible hand. 

II. A competent knowledge of the rudiments of the Persian 
and Hindustani languages, according to Jones’s and Shakespear’s 
Grammars. 


If. Reading, translating, and parsing an easy passage in such 


‘ languages, 
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Fifth, That the candidates be examined in the following works, 
viz. 
Persian.—Jones’s Grammar, and the Galistan of Sady.

TERMS OF ADMISSION. 
Conditions and Qualifications for a Candidate. 


1. Every candidate must produce a certificate of his birth, 
taken from the parish register, and sigued by the mivister, and 
countersigued by the churchw-rdens ; or, if born in Scotland, by 
the session’s clerk aud two elders, accompanied by a declaration 
from his father, mother, or n. arest of kin, the forms of which 
may be had at the cadct-office. But in the event of there being 
no register of birth or baptism, the cadet will be furuished with 
the form of an affidavit to be taken by the cadet previously to his 
being appointed. 
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2. No candidate can be admitted under the age of fourteen 
years, or above the age of eighteen years. 

3. No candidate will be admitted without a certificate, signed. 
by a surgeon of respectability, that he has no mental or bodily 
defect that may disqualify him for military service, and a declara- 
tion that he has had the smal!!-pox, or has been vaccinated. 

4. Every candidate must produce a certificate of guod condact 
from the master under whom he has last studied. 

5. Every candidate must deliver the name and address of the 
person residing in London, or its vicinity, who engages to receive 
him if he shall be dismissed from the seminary, or removed from 
sickness or any other cause. 

6. It is an indispensable qualification that the candidate write 
a good legible hand,as he will be required to write down a sentence 
from dictation by the head master; and if he should be found 
deficient in this respect, or in his orthography, his reception into 
the institution will be suspended for such length of time as the 
head master shall report to be necessary. 

7. No candidate will be admitted as a cadet who cannot read 
and construe Casar’s Commentaries. 

8. No cadet will be admitted who is not expert in vulgar and 
decimal fractions. 

9. When a cadet is admitted, the lieutenant-governor or 
resident superintendant shall immediately send the head master’s 
certificate to the clerk to the semiuary cummittec. 

Propationary Crass. 1. Every cadet will be required to pay 
the sum of £65, also the sum of £2 93. as asubscription to the 
public library, iuto the Company’s treasury, previous to his being 
admitted into the seminary, to reimburse the Company the ex- 
pense of his probation, including clothing, stationery, books, draw- 
ing and mathematical instruments, pocket-money, at the rate of 
two shillings and sixpence per week, medical attendance, and 
washing.

At the close of every vacation, the cadet must apply at the 
Cadet-oflice for an order for his re-admission, and all sums 
then due to the Company must be paid up. This order will 
express that he is only to be readmitted upon his returning with 
the same number of books and instruments which he took home 
with him, and that his linen is put into proper repair. 


Notice to Parents and Guardians. 


The friends of every cadet are hereby informed, that provision 
being made for furuishing him with every requisite, he cannot 
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really want a supply of money to be placed at his disposal while 
at the seminary ; and if they do notwithstanding think proper to 
furoish him with money, they put it in his power to commit 
irregularities, which must always retard his studies, and may 
erentually lead to his removal. 

The parents apd friends are further particularly desired not to 
attend to any application from the cadets for money, under the 
pretence of their having incurred any debts at Croydon, or else-~ 
where, or for the purpose of raising a general subscription amongst 
themselves for public charities, or for any pretence whatsoever. 

It having come to the knowledge of the Seminary Committee, 
that cadets have been in the habit of writing to their friends for 
money, under the pretence that there were so many stoppages 
from their weekly allowance that they had scarcely any lett, the 
committee have ascertained that these stoppages have arisen, not 
only from wilful and wanton destruction of public property, but 
in a considerable degree from the postage of letters, and the car- 
riage of parcels addressed to the cadets; it is therefore hereby 
ordained, that no letter or parcel shall be admitted into the se- 
minary unless the postage or carriage of such letter or parcel shall 
have been previously fully paid for by the person sending the same, 
and the parcel shall first be opened in the presence of one of the 
orderly officers and the cadet to whom it is sent, and should it 
contain wine, or any thing prohibited by the regulations, the 
parcel, upon the first offence, will be returned to the person 
sending the same; and upon the second offence, the cadet will 
be ordered bome, and not be readmitted until a written apology 
has been sent to the committee by the person who has committed 
@ breach o this regulation.

PASSAGE MONEY —Regulations for Cadets. 

AtaCourt of Directors, held on Wednesday, the 6th June 1804 : 
—Reso.vep, That upon the friends of each cadet paying the 
regular amount of the passage-money to the Company’s paymaster, 
such cadet be required to sign a declaration, upon honour, that he 
has not paid, or caused to be paid, nor wiil not pty, or cause to 
be paid, either directly or indirectly, by himself, or by any person on 
his behalf, any furthersum for his accommodation, either to. the come 
mander or mate, than those prescribed by the Court’s regulations : 

That in the event of its appearing, at any future time, thata 
further sum shall have been paid by or fur any cadet, such cadet 
will be placed at the bottom of the list of rank cof the season in 
which he was appointed ; and 

That these last-mentioned regulations be printed and. delivered 
to each calet upon his appearing before the Court to be ap- 
proved of. 


CADETS and ASSISTANT SURGEONS. 

At a Court of Directors, held on Friday, the 27th Feb. 1818 : 
—Resotvep, That cadets and assistant surgeons be in future 
ranked according to the seniority of the Directors nominating 
them, from the date of sailing of the several ships from Graves- 
end (whether the Coumpany’s or Private Traders) by Lloyd's list, 
and that those who may embark at any of the out-ports be like- 
wise ranked upon the same principle from the date of the ship’s 
departure from such outports by Lloyd's list. 

Ata Court of Directors held 21st May 1828 :—Resouven, 
That all the cavalry and infantry cadets and assistant surgeons 
who shall fail to apply at the Cadet-office for their orders for 
embarkation within three months from the date of their being 
passed and sworn before the Committee, or shall not actually 
proceed under such orders, be considered as having forfeited 
their appointments, unless special circumstances shall justify 
the Court’s departure from this regulation.

ASSISTANT SURGEONS. 
Regulations for their Admission into Company’s Service. 


AcE. ‘The assistant surgeon must not be under twenty-two 
years, in proof of which he must produce an extract from the 
register of the parish in which he was born, or his own i ffidavit, 
and other certificates, agreeably to forms to be obtained in the 
office for cadets and assistant surgeons. 

QUALIFICATION IN SURGERY. ‘Ihe assistant surgeon, upon 
receiving a nomination, will be furnished with a letter to the 
Court of Examiners of the Royal College of Surgeons, to be 
examived in Surgery, and their certificate will be deemed a satis- 
factory testimonial of his qualification: but should the assistant 
surgeon be previously in possession of a diploma from the Royal 
College of Surgeons of London, or of the Coileges of Surgeons 
of Dublin or Edinburgh, or of the Ceol.ege and University of 
Glasgow, or of the Faculty of Physicians aud Surgeons of Glas- 
low, either of them will be deemed satisfactory as to his know- 
gedge of Surgery, without any further examination. 

QUALIFICATION 1N PHysic. The assistant surgeon will also be 
required tu pass an examiuation by the Company’s examining 
physician in the practice of physic, in which examination will be 
included as much anatomy and physiology as is necessary for 
understanding the causes and treatment of internal diseases, as 
well as the art of prescribing and compounding medicines, and 
Dr. Chambers will then require him to produce satisfactory proof 
of his having attended at least one course of Jectures on the prac- 
tice of physic, and above all, that be should produce a certificate 
of having attended diligently the practice of the physicians at some 
general Hospital in London for six months ; or at some Dispensary 
in London fur twelve months; or at some genera] Hospital in 
the country (within the United Kingdom) for six months, pro- 
vided such provincial Hospital contain at !east, on an average, 
ope hundred in- Patients, and have attached to it a regular esta- 
blishment of physicians as well as surgeons. 

PasSaGE Money To [NpiA. If the assistant surgeon should 
proceed in one of the Company’s ships, he will have to pay £95 
for his accommodation at the captain’s table, or £55 for his 
accommodation at the third mate’s mess: and his passage money 
must be lodged iu the hands of the Company’s paymaster, for the 
said captain or third mate, as also his charter party passage money 
of £12 for the owners. | 

The assistant surgeon will likewise be required to take a copy 
of the work published by Mr. Annesley, entitled ** Sketches of 
the most prevalent Diseases of India,” and wi!l then reccive a 
certificate of his appointment, signed by the Secretary, for which 
he will be required to pay a fee of £5 in the Secretary’s Office.

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MIDSHIPMEN of the COMPANY’S OWN SHIPS, 


Ata Court of Directors, held on ednesday, the 5th 
December, 1821: 


Resolved, That adverting to the very early age at which mid- 
shipmen are permitted to enter into the service in the Company’s 
own ships; the limited education, as well moral as nautical, 
which they can have attained in that time, their exposed situation, 
from associations which the performance of their duty must fre- 
quently occasion, and the important trusts which the service opens 
to them in future life ; the commander, independently of the 
necessary attentions to religious duties which the regulations 
enjoin, be required to give his best assistance towards carrying into 
effect a system of education for the midshipmen in his ship, and 
for that purpose, to make such arrangements as will afford al] 
practicable opportunities of improvement among those young 
persons, not only in their professional pursuits butin their general 
education. sae 

That the commander shall, for this purpose, avail himself of 
the aid of all or any of the officers on board ; and shall, on the 
conclusion of each voyage, report to the Committee of Shipping 
the names of such officers as shall by their endeavours have best 
promoted the objects of the Committee. 

That all the midshipmen who ate not particularly engaged in 
the duty of the ship do every morning after breakfast assemble in 
the cuddy, or some other convenient place which the commander 
may appoint, and there be instructed in navigation, &c. until 
noon. 

That each midshipman do work his day’s work and keep a 
journal, in which he is to enter the full work of each day; and 
that such journal be sent to the Shipping Office at the conclusion 
of each voyage, for the purpose of being laid before the Committee 
for their inspection. 

That one watch of midshipmen do take observations for the 
latitude at noon every day; and that every other favourable op- 
portunity be embraced to make them skilful in taking lunar ob- 
servations, as well as finding the latitude and time by the stars.

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POSTAGE, &c. OF LETTERS TO AND FROM 
INDIA 


Regulations by the General Post Office, 14th July 1819. 


The statute of 55 Geo. III, Cap. 153, so far as relates to the 
postage and conveyance of letters, newspapers, printed prices 
current, and printed papers, to and froin the Cape of Good Hope, 
Ceylou, the Mauritius, and the East-Indies, is repealed; in cou- 
sequence of which, no more packet mails will be forwarded be- 
tween Great- Britain and those parts. 

By an Act of this session, all letters brought into Great-Britain 
by ships and vessels from the above parts, are liable to a sea postage 
of four-pence each, if not exceeding three ounces, and one shi'- 
ling per ounce above that weight, in addition to the inland rates. 

And all letters to the above places, which may be sent through 
the post office, are liable to a sea postage of two-pence each, under 
the weight of three ounces, and one shilling per ounce if above 
that weight, in addition to the inland rates, 

Newspapers, printed prices current, and printed papers, duly 
stamped, may be conveyed to the above places for one peuny each 
packet, not exceeding one Ounce, and one penny per ounce above 
that weight. 

The postage of all such letters, packets, and printed papers, 
ust be paid at the tine they are put in the post office. 

The Act allows letters and vewspapers to be sent to the East- 
Indes ‘ otherwise than through the post-office.”

Further Regulations respecting the Postage of Letters 
to and from India and St. Helena. 


In conseqnence of the act of 4 Geo. IV, cap. 81, sec. 73, the 
following information and directions respecting postage of letters, 
were transmitted to India by the Court of Directors in Oct. 1823. 

By the act of the 4th Geo. IV, cap. 81, sec. 73, seamen and 
soldiers ju his Majesty’s service, whilst ectually employed in 
his Majesty’s service, in the East-Indies and at St. Helena, 
and soldiers in the Company’s service, may send, under cer- 
tain regulations and restrictions, single letters, provided that 
the party in Great Britain or Ireland, receiving the same, shall 
pay one penny for the inland postage; and inay receive single 
letters free of postage, except one penny to be paid for each 
single letter upon its being put into any post-office, in Great 
Britain or Ireland. 

The regulations and restrictions referred to, iu the before. 

-qentiored act, are contained in the act 46th Geo. IEI, cap. 92, 
and prescribe, that upon all single letters, sent from soldiers, 
the uame of the soldier, his rank (whether serjeant, corporal, 
trumpeter, drummer, fifer, or private), and the regiment, corps, 
ur detachment, to which be belongs, shall be superseribed. 


POST-OFFICE REGULATIONS. li 


That, upon all such single letters, shall be written, in the 
hand-writing of, and signed by the oicer in the actual command 
of the regiment, corps, or detachment, his uame, rank, and the 
regiment, corpe, or detachmeut commauded by him.

It is to be clearly uuderstood, that this indulgence is limited to 
single letters. 

The act (of 46 Gev. III, cap. 169, before-mentioned), also 
directs, that if any officer, having the command of a regiment, 
eorps, or detachment, shall wilfully and knowingly write his 
pame upon any letter, that is not from such soldier, aud upon 
his private concerns ouly, such commanding officer shall forfeit 
and pay the sum of five pounds. 

That a similar penalty shall attach to auy person, who shall 
(with an intent to evade the full rate of postage) obtain the 
signature of the officer commanding to letters not on the private 
concerns of soldiers. 

Further—That if any officer, not having at the time the 
command of the regiment, corps, or detachment, shall write his 
nane upon a soldier’s. letter, he shall forfeit and pay the sum of 
fire pounds, 

As the indulgence in the present act (of 4th Geo. IV, cap. 81, 
sec. 73) extends to seamen in his Majesty’s navy, whilst actnally 
esployed in his Majesty’s service, subject to the same regulations 
and restrictions as before-mentioned, it is requisite that upon 
every letter to be seut, the name of the writer, and his class or 
description in the ship er vessel to which he shall belong, shal! 
be superscribed, aud that upon every such letter there shall be 
written, in the handwriting of, and signed by the officer, having 
at the time the command of the ship or vessel, his name, and the 
name of the ship or vessel commanded by him. 

The act does not extend to seamen in the Company’s service. 

That all letters from seamen and soldiers in his Majesty’s 
service, and soldiers in the Compauy’s service, in India, and at 
St. Helena, be sent to England in the Company’s regular or extra 
freighted ships, or in such other ships only in which Companuy’s 
despatches are forwarded, and not in any ships without Company’s 
despatcnes, .

Regulations as sanctioned by the Honourable the 
Court of Directors.

Ist. The subscribers shall, from the Ist of May 1825, contri- 
bute, for the purposes of the fund, four per cent. of their salaries, 
and all other public emoluments, however denominated ; compen- 
sation for travelling expenses excepted. 

2d. Should any subscriber be engaged in India on private 
business, and thereby voluntarily exclude himself from public 
employ, his subscriptions to the fund shall cease, and in the event 
of his hereafter relinquishing such private business, and resuming 
employ iu the service, his subscriptions may be resumed, but the 
intervening’ period sliall not be reckoned in the time necessary to 
qualify him to become an annuitant: and this rule shall be 
equally applicable to all persons now in the service who may have 
been, or may be engaged in private busiuess. 

3d. The annuities are fixed at 10,000 rupe-zeach, payable in 
England at two shillings the rupee, being £1,0v. ~ cling. 

4th. The annuities shall be tendered to subscribers having 
served in the civil service twenty-five years, and actually resided 
twenty-two years of that period in India, according to their 
seniority ou the gradation list of the service, as fixed by the 
Court of Directors, and the right of preference shall not be barred 
by refusal in a preceding year. 

5th. The annuities shall commence with the Ist of May in each 
year, beginning with the year 1826 ; that is to say, shall fall due at 
the end of the said official year ; and in like manner, the succeeding 
annuities shall commence on the first day of the following official 
years, and fall due at the close of each year respectively. 

6th. At a convenient period before the close of each year, the 
managers of the fund shall require, according to seniority, a 
sufficient number of subscribers to signify their willingness, or 
otherwise, to retire on the annuity to be grauted by the fund 3 
and in case of the absence from India of members, such requisition. 
shall be made to their constituted agents in Calcutta. It will, of 
course, be incumbent on members duly qualified to become avnui. 
tants, previous to leaving India, to empower one or more persons, 
in Calcutta to act on their behalf, and te communicate to the 
managers the names of such agents. 
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7th. The following members shall be regarded as having virtually 
intimated, for the time being, their unwillingness to retire ‘on 
the annuity; viz. those to whom a requisition may be made as 
above provided, and on whose part no reply may be received, 
on or before the first day of the year, with which the annuities 
intended to be granted may commence; and those who may have 
quitted India, and failed to empower any resident in Calcutta to 
act for them during their absence. 

8th. The number of annuities offered shall not be more than 
may complete nine per annum from the lst of May 1826. 

9th. The actual value of annuities tendered and accepted as 
above, shall be passed to a separate account on the books of the 
institution, under the head of Appropriated Funds; and to the 
debit of this account shall be entered all payments in satisfaction 
of annuities. 

10th. Should any subscriber, having resided in India in the civil 
service not less than twenty-two ycars, and been a member of it 
the full period of twenty-five years, retire from the service before 
the option of an annuity may devolve on him, he shall be entitled 
to the same in his proper tarn, without any paymeut to the fund, 
save what may be claimable under the following rule. 

llth. Any sabscriber who may accept the tender of an annuity 
shall be required, to entitle him to such annuity, to pay to the 
institution, previous to the date to which the annuity is to com- 
mence, the difference between oue-half of the actual value of the 
annuity on his life and the accumulated value of his previous 
contribution, in case the latter quantity shall be. less than the 
former ; these values shall be determined as be'ow provided. 

12th. Any member so choosing may decline paying the difference 
defined in the foregoing rule, and shall, in such case, be entitled 
te an anuuity diminished in pruprotion to the sum by which the 
accumulated value of his contributions is less thau one-half of the 
actual value of an annuity on his life. 

13th. Any subscriber who may be dismisscd from the Honour- 
able Company’s service, shall forfeit all right to benefit by the 
institution, and be entitled to no re-fend of payments which he 
may have made. 

14th. The interest of any subscriber who may be suspended 
from the Honourable Company’s service shall be in abeyance, but 
shall revive on his restoration. If he be ‘permitted (whether the 
permission be granted at the time of, or during his suspension, or 
at the time of his restoration) to draw salary for the period of 
his suspension, then his contribations to the fund for that period 
shall be claimable, and the intervening time shall be reckoned as 
actual serv'ce; but if he be not allowed salary for the period of 
his suspension, then no contribution shall be claimable from him 
for that: period, and which in that case is not to be computed in 
the term of service necessary to quality him for the acceptance of 
af annuity. 

“15th. The resignation of the Honourable Company’s service is 

Ss 
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au essential condition to entitle au individual to an annuity from 
the institution, and annuitants will not be permitted by the eourt 
to return to the service: it is therefore provided, that should any 
member fail, on or before the first of July of the year with 
which aunuity accepted by him may commence, to comply 
.with the said cundition, he shall be considered to have forfeited 
his right to au annaity from the institution for that year. It is 
likewise provided, that when a member, accepting au aunuity, 
shall resigu the service before the first day of July, but after the 
first day of the year with which the said annuity is made to 
commence, he shall, in such case, at the close of that year, 
ouly draw the anuuity from the date of his resignation, a sum 
proportionate to the time intervening between the first day 
of the year and that date, being deducted for the benefit of the 
institution. 

16th. The fund is open for the subscriptions of all covenanted 
civil servauts upon the Bengal establisimnent, including such as 
may be in England, and who have not either finally resigned the 
service, or protracted their absence from India beyond the pre- 
scribed term of five years; each civil servant now residing in ludia 
shall be specially invited to join the institution, as shall those 
subsequently arriving, whether they be returning to the service, or 
newly appointed to the same; und the following shall be excluded 
from ever becoming members of the institution, vis. those resid- 
jug iu Iudia, who may fail to signify in writing their consent to 
join the institution on or before the first of May 1826, next; and 
those returning to, or for the first time arriving in the country, 
subsequent to the present date, who may commit a similar default 
within six months from the date of their return, or arrival in the 
country, respectively; provided, however, that no person, not 
in India, por on his passage thither upon the first of May 1825, 
shall be entitled, on subsequently returning to the country from 
Eugland, to receive an annuity under the rules of this institution, 
except after residence in the country fora period of five years fron» 
the date of such subsequent arrival, 

17th. The affairs of the institution shall be managed by a com- 
mittee of nine, of whom four shall be ex-officio, the chief secre- 
tary to government, the accountant general, the sub treasurer 
aud the civil auditor. The other five shall be subscribers, and 
elected at a general meeting. ‘he members of the committee 
shall be also the trustees for the funds of the institution. 

18th. The sub-treasnrer of the government shall, with the 
permission of the Governor General in Council, be requested to 
act as treasurer to the ijustitution, and the fands, as well those 
set apart fur the payment of annuities as those arising from the 
accamulation of capital, shall be deposited in the public treasury, 
subject to the direction and control of the trustees and managers 
of the fund. 

19th. For the management in England of such affairs as tl.e 
members cannat personally conduct, an agent or agents shall pe 
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‘appointed by.the managers and trustees iu India, if such shall still 
be the wish of the service. 
20th. The committee of managers, or the majority of those 
present at a meeting of five or more, or if less than five be pre- 
sent, any three members of the cummittee, who may concur in 
opinion, shall be competent to decide in the first instance upon 
all matters relative to tle receipts and disbursements of the fund, 
as well as generally upon all subjects connected with the manage- 
ment of the fund, and the due execution of the rules established 
for it, which, by such rules, may not have been expressly reserved 
for determination by the general meeting of the subscribers to the 
fund. 
2ist. But the decision of the committee of managers, in all 
cases, shall be liable to revision aud control by the resolution of 
the subscribers duly passed at a regular general meeting, 
22d. The committee of managers, who may be appointed in the 
first instance, shall be authorized to appoiut a secretary and ac- 
countant to the fund, and to fix such allowance for him, payable 
from the fund, as they may consider adequate to his services. The 
officers so appointed shall act under thedirection of the committee 
of managers, and shall also attend the general meetings of the 
subscribers, the proceedings of which, and of the committee of 
managers, aud generally all papers appertaining to this institation, 
which may not be intrusted to the treasurer in India, or to the 
agents in England, shall be kept under the charge of the secretary 
and accountant to the fund, and shall, by application to him, or 
the committce vf managers, be open to the iuspection of aay of 
the subscribers to the fund. 
23d. All future appoiutments to the office of secretary and ac~ 
countant to the fund, as well as the appointment of any other 
person whom the managers may find it necessary to employ for 
the due execution of the trust committed tothem, shall, in like 
‘manner, be made, and their allowances fixed by the committee of 
managers, subject, as in all other cases, to the control of the 
general meetings of the subscribers. 
24th. In the event of any of the five managers who may be elect- 
ed annually being subsequently removed from the presidency, 
without any intention of returning to it during the ycar of their 
election, it shall be communicated tu the subscribers at the next 
general meeting ; and in such instances, as well as in all instances of 
vacancy in the situation of manager, by death or otherwise, a new 
election, if it appears necessary, shall take place tor the unexpired 
part of the current year. 
25th. A general meeting of the subscribers shall be held at the 
Town Hall in Calcutta, on the first Monday of the second month of 
every year (or as soon attcrwards as the accourts can be made ap 
and prepared for inspection), to receive and audit the accounts of 
the preceding year, aud to decide on any questions which may arise 
or be referred. The committee of managers, or any nine members 
of the institution, may also cunvcue a special general mecting at 
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the presidency, by public notice in the Government Gazette, if at 
any time there shall be found occasion for it, provided that the days 
fixed for holding such special meetings, aud the object of them, be 
advertised at least six weeks before the same are held, for the ge- 
neral intormatiou of subscribers. 

26th. All questions proposed at the general meeting, whether 
annual or special, shall be determined by a majority of three- 
fourths of the members who may either be present at such general 
meetings, or vote thereat by proxy; but the concurrent voices of 
nine members, at least, shall be requisite to determine upon any 
question whatever; and upon all general questions involving any 
increase or diminution of the rate of contributions now fixed, or 
any essential addition to, or alteration in, the original rules and 
principles of the institution, which are now established, all sub- - 
scribers in India who may not be able to attend the meeting in 
persou, shall be allowed to deliver their sentiments and votes by a 
Written communication, to be signed by them, and addressed to 
the chairmain of the meeting; provided always, that no decision 
upon such question shall be valid, or have any effect until sanc- 
tioned and approved by the Court of Directors of the East-India 
Company, to whom all parties, considering themselves aggrieved 
by such decision, shall have a right of appeal, and the decision of 
the Court of Directors shall, in all cases, be final. 

27th. In discharge of each annuity of 10,000 rupees granted by 
the fund, the sum of £1,000 sterling s'all be paid to the an- 
nuitant through the Company’s treasury in London, at the close of 
the year iu which the annuity may commence, the manages of the 
fund undertaking, at that period, to pay over to the Government 
of Bengal the sum of 10,000 rupees for each annuity so payable, 
ander the principles upon which the Company’s contribution to the 
fund is to be regulated. 

28th. ‘The right of an annuitant to receive the annuity for any 
particular year shall depend on his having survived that year. 

29th. The actual value of an anunity on the life of any sub- 
scriber shall be determined by the table annexed hereto. The 
rates exhibited by this table shall be revised and altered by a de- 
cision of a general meeting, should experience and the fluctuation 
of interest suggest the necessity of such an arrangement: provided 
always, that auy alteration therein shall not take effect until it 
has been sanctioned aud confirmed by the Court of Directors of the 
East-India Company, whose decision shall be final. 

30th. ‘To determine the accumulated value of the contributions 
of auy subscriber, the accountant shall keep separate accounts fur 
each member, and these accounts shall be annually made up with 
the rate of iuterest allowed by the Company. 

31st. At the close of every third ycar the managers shall, ac- 
cording to the next table, calculate the actual values of the pend 
ing annuities, and shall then compare the total of their values 
with the assets belonging to the appropriated funds of the institu- 
tion; should those assets exceed in value the said total, the dif- 
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ference shall be carried to the credit of the unappropriated funds 
of the society, and be available for the purposes of the institution 3 
on the other hand, should the value of the said assets be less than 
the total aforesaid, the deficiency shall he supplied by a transfer 
from the latter fund to the former. 

32d. An annuitant, upon becoming such, shall be furnished with 
a formal certificate declaratory of his admission to the aunuity, 
under the hands of not less than three of the managers of the 
fund, A duplicate of the certificates must be furnished to the 
Bengal Government and forwarded to the Court of Directors in 
London.

The contribution payable by each subscriber is deducted 

from his monthly allowances by the sub-treasurer, collector, or 
other officer, paying the same, and transferred to the treasurer of 
the fund. The committee of managers may, in particular cases, 
admit a deviation from it, if a different mode of payment shall be 
desired by any subscriber. — 

All applications for admission to the benefits of the fund are 
to be made to the committee of managers ; and to be accompanied 
with the necessary information, documents, and proofs, to enable 
the committee to ascertain the circumstances and situation of the 
party applying. The managers, after calling for any further in- 
formation or evidence which may appear to them requisite, are 
to submit the whole case for the determination of the subscribers, 
at the next genera] meeting. Incases of emergency and distress, 
however, when the managers may consider the claim valid, they 
are authorized to advance such proportion of the fixed allow- 
ances hereafter specified as may appear to them indispensably 
requisite, until a determination can be passed by the subscribers. 

Any subscriber to the fund who may be compelled by sick- 
ness or infirmity to proceed to Europe for the recovery of his 
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health, and shall not be possessed of sufficient means to pay for 
his passage to Europe, and support himself and family during his 
necessary absence from India, on his making a declaration upon 
oath to this effect, or otherwise establishing the fact, and produ- 
cing acertificate of the necessity of his return to Europe, solemn- - 
ly attested by the surgeon who has attended him, and count 
tersigned by a member of the medical board, with the consequen- 
permission of government for his proceeding to Europe, will re- 
Ceive from the fund a donation, equivalent to the Company’s allow- 
ance for a twelvemonth toa servant, of his rank when out of 
employ ; viz. if he be a senior merchant, 4000 sicca rupees; if a 
junior merchant, 3000 sicca rupees; if a factor or writer, 2000 
sicca rupees. At the expiration of one year, if the party be in 
Europe, a further donation shall be made to him, on his applica- 
tion to the agents for the fund in England, equal to that advanced 
to him upon his embarkation from India; at the exchange rate of 
two shillings and sixpence for the sicca rupee, viz. £500, £3875, 
or £250, according to his rank in the service at the time of his 
leaving India. Should the imperfect recovery of his health ren- 
der it necessary to protract his stay in Europe beyond the second 
year; and, besides his own declaration upon oath to this effect, he 
shall produce to the agents forthe funds in England, a certifi- 
cate solemnly attested by a respectable physician, or other pro- 
fessional gentleman of established practice, that the state of his 
health has not admitted of his previous return to India, he will, 
at the conimencement of the third year after his embarkation 
from India, receive, from the agents in England, a donation equal 
to a moiety of the amount paidto him in the preceding year, 
and anotber moiety on a similar declaration and certificate at the 
end of six months, viz. two years and a half after his embarkation 
from India, if he be still in Europe, which is to he considered to 
include all claims whatever upon the fund to the period of his 
return to India: passage money is granted, in cases appearing to 
require it, in addition to thesums above specified, and in such 
cases the amount is to be determined by a general meeting of the 
subscribers. 

On the death of any subscriber to the civil fund, who may 
not be possessed of property sufficient to provide for his family, 
and may, consequently, leave a wife, cohabiting with him, 
or maintained by him and living under his protection to the period 
ef his decease, without an adequate provision for her support, 
as hereafter specified ; if, on the information, documents, and evi- 
dence, which may be submitted by her to the managers of the 
fund, it shall appear to the satisfaction of a general meeting of the 
subscribers that she is a proper object, a pension is to be assigned 
to her, under the provisions and limitations stated in the following 
arucle. Provided that nothing contained therein, or in any other 
part of the rules for this institution, shall be considered to entitle 
to the benefits of it, any widow, who may have been legally, 
divorced or separated from her husband for adultery; or who, at 
the period of her jiusband’s demise, may have quitted his pro- 
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tection, and be living in a state of notorious adultery, though not 
divorced or separated from him by law. 

First. If the widow, at the time of her husband’s death, be 
resident in India, and be left without an income exceeding 
one hundred rupees per mensem, a pension to be assigned to her 
of three hundred rupees per mensem, during her residence in India. 
If the widow be not resident in India at the time of her husband’s 
death, or shall afterwards quit India, and her income, from her 
husband's estate or othcrwise, shall not exceed one hundred pounds 
per annum, the pension to be assigned to her to be three hundred 
pounds per annum. 

Secondly. Ifthe income of the widow, resident in India at the 
death of her husband, be more than one hundred sicca rupees per 
Mensen:, but exceed not four hundred rupees, or if the widow be nat 
residentin Indiaat the time of her husband’s demise, or shall after- 
wards, quit India, and her income be more than one hundred pounds 
per annum, but shall not exceed four hundred pounds per annum, 
the pension to be assigned to her is to be such as will make up her in- 
come to four hundred rupees per mensem, during her residence in 
India, or four hundred pounds per annum in Europe, or elsewhere. 

Thirdly. In the event of a widow, to whom a pension 
may have been assigned, acquiring subsequently, by inheritance, 
bequest, or otherwise, any property or income which, with the 
property left to her at her husband’s decease, and the pension re- 
ceived by her, may render her total income, including her 
pension from the fund, more than five hundred rupees per 
mensem, during her residence in India, or more than five hundred 
pounds per annum in Europe, orelscwhere, her pension from the 
fund is liable to abatement, proportioned to the excess of her entire 
income, including the pension, above the sum specified ; or to be 
altogether discontinued, in the event of her property or income, 
exclusive of the pension assigned to her from the fund, being equal 
tothe full sum of five hundred rupees per mensem in India, or five 
hundred pounds per annum in Europe, or elsewhere. 

Fourthly. All pensions of widows are also liable to discontinuance 
en their remarriage. Butin the event of their being again left in a 
state of widowhood, without an adequate provision for their support, 
they may be again admitted to the benefits of the fund, under the 
same provisions and limitations as on their original admission 

Fifthly. The pensions to widows, who may be adniitted to the 
benefits of the fund, are to be paid in advance balf-yearly to theme 
selves or tu their authorized agents. But the acknowledgment of 
the widow herself shall be taken for ail sums paid in her behalf; 
and shall contain a solemn declaration that her entire income, in- 
cluding the pension received by her, does not exceed the sum 
limited above. 

Widows are, if they have no means of paying for their passage 
to Europe, supplied from the fund with such sum as may ap- 
pear requisite for that purpose. . 

If any subscriber to the fund shall die without the means of - 
providing for his family, and shall consequently leave a child or 
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children, born in wedlock, without an adequate provision for their 
maintenance. and on the information, documents, or evidence 
which may be submitted in their behalf to the managers of the 
fund, it shall appear to the satisfaction of a general meeting of the 
subscribers that they are proper objects, an allowance for their 
maintenance and education shall be a signed from the fund, under 
the provisions and limitations contained in the following article : 

First. If the child or children of the deceased subscriber be 
left without any provision, the allowance for the education and 
maintenance of each child to be granted from the fund, in India or 
in Europe, is to be according te the age of the child, as follows, vzz. 

Till five years of age, thirty rupees per mensem in India; or 
thirty pounds per annum in Europe. 

From the commencement of the sixth year, to the end of the 
eighth, forty rupees per mensem in India; or sixty pounds per 
annum in Europe. 

From the commencement of the ninth year, to the end of the 
eleventh, fifty rupees per mensem in India; or eighty pounds per 
annum in Europe. 

From the commencement of the twelfth year, sixty rupees per 
mensem, in Indias or one hundred pounds per annum in Europe. 

Secondly. If any provision be left by a subscriber for his child 
or children; or if after his death they shall at any time become 
possessed of property or income by inheritance, bequest, or other- 
wise, but not such as to afford the sums specified for their educa- 
tion and maintenance ; the allowances to be granted from the fund 
are to be such as, in addition to the property or income possessed 
by them, will inake up the several sums above specified, accord- 
ing to their respective ages; and as they may be resident in India 
or in Europe. 

Thirdly. Ina the event of the property or income left to the 
child or-children ot a subscriber, at his demise, or which may 
subsequently devolve, or be in any wise acquired by them, being 
such as to afford the full amount specified for their education anid 
maintenance, they are not considered entitled to any allowance 
from the fund; and any allowances which may have been granted 
before such accession of property or income are to be discontinued, 

Fourthly. The allowances granted from the fund, for the main. 
tenance and education of children, are to be paid in advance half- 
yearly, to their guardians or relatives, or to such persons as 
may be intrusted with the disbursement of the sums allotted 
for.them, either by the managers of the fund in India, or by 
the agents to the fund in England; who from time to time 
are to adopt such measures as may appear necessary for the 
purpose of ascertaining any accession of property, which would 
render the allowances from the fund liable to abatements or dis- 
continuance. 

Fifthly. The provision so made trom the fund, for the main- 
tenance and education of female children, ccaseson their marriage, 
or 6n thers being settled in any profession or employment; and the 
provision for: male children erases on their being settled in any pro- 
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fession or employment, or on their aeiaiaie the age of twenty-one 
years. Butany requisite sum, not exceeding five hundred peuads, 
may be appropriated to the benefit of male or female children by 
the managers of the fund in India; or by the agents of the fund 
in England, at the time of their marriage, or of their being settled 
in any profession. 

For children who may be in India when admitted to the 
fund, and who may be sent to England for their education, with the 
concurrence of the managers, passage money, if requisite, is to be 
supplied from the fund, not exceeding one thousand sicca rupees 
for each child. An allowance for passage money, not exceeding 
one hundred pounds, also to be granted if it appear neces:ary, frr the 
retuin to India of any children admitted to the fund, who, after 
completing their cdacation in Enrope, may return to India. 

In all cases of application being made to the fund for assistance 
to the family of a deceased subscriber, an authenticated copy of 
the will of the deccased, or, if he shall have died intestate, 9 full 
authentic statement of any property left ty hiin, and of the legal 
heirs thereto, must be submitted for the information of the ma- 
nagers and subscribers. A general meeting of subscribers has 
‘full power to reject the application for aid from the fund, where 
it may appear that a subscriber, leaving property, has made an 
improper devise of it, with a view to throw his family upon the 
~ fund, or has purposely neglected to make a disposition of his 
property for the benefit of his family. 

Those who may arrive in India, and subscribe to the fund, are 
considered subscribers from the time of their arrival at Fort W il. 
liam, or from the commencement of any allowances receivable 
by them as civil servants of the Bengal establishment. But no 
civil servant of this presidency in India, who may not accept the 
invitation given tohim by the preceding article, within six months 
after nus arrival in India, shall be admitted to become a subscriber. 

The contribution of every subscribertothe fund ceasesupon his 
having India, to return to Europe; but in the event of his returning to 
India, and again receiving allowance from the Company, he is to 
renew his contribution fron the commencement of such allowance. 

If a subscriber to the fund, at the time of his retiring from 
the service to return to Europe, shall have contributed, by his pre- 
vious inenttily payments to the fund, the principal sum of five 
thousand sicca rupees; orif, on his quitting the service, he shall 
pay to the fund what may be wanting to complete his contribution 
to that amount; such contribution shall entitle the family of the 
subscriber, on his demise, to the benefits of the institution, under 
the several p: ovisions herein-stated, or such as may be hereafter es- 
tablished, in like manner as if his death had taken place during his 
residence and actual subscription to the fund in India. The family 
of any subscriber to the fund, who mav die during his temporary 
absence from India for the recovery of his health, are also con- 

sidered entitled to the benefits of the fund, under the existing rules 
of it, whether such subscriber may have contributed ‘more or less 
than five thousand sicca rupees. In all other cases, if the deceased 
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member of the institution shall not have been an actual subscriber 
to the fund at the time of his death, and shall not have contributed 

five thausand sicca rupees to the fund, it shall be at the option 

cf the subscribers to admit his family to the benefits of the fund or 

otherwise. 

~ ‘If a subscriber to the fund shall be dismissed from the service, he 

shall cease to be entitled to the benefits of the institution, and, . 
in the event of his death, his widow and children shall, in like 

manner, have no claim to the benefit of the institution —But_ 
on his dismissal the amount of his actual contrivucion to the fund, 

without intesest, shall be returned to hinis unless his circum- 

stances should he such, as would have wholly precluded him arf 

his family from anv benefit if he had remained a member, in 
which case he shall not he entitled to receive back any part of 

the amount contributed by him. 

If a subscriber to the fand shall be suspended from the service 
he shall, daring the period uf his suspension, cease to be entitled 
in his own rerson to the benefits.of the institution; but, in the 
event of his rest ration to the service, he shall be restored to his 
former right; and if such subscriber shall die during the period 
of his suspension, his widow and children shail be entiled to the 
benefits of the institution in like manner as it he had not bees 
suspended. | 

If a.maarried subscriber to the fund shall procced to Europe, 
otherwise than under medical certificate and as an incumbent 
upon the funds of the institution it shall be optional with such 
subscriber in order to secure to his family the benefits of the 
institution, in the event of kis death while absent from India, 
either to make up his subscription to the sum of Sa. Rs. 5,000, or 
to secure a continuance of the payment here, during his life, or. 
monthly subscription tu the fund at the average rate paid by the 
subscribers of the same ycarts ftanding upon the civil list: Provided 
however that no subscriber shall be permitted to avail himself of 
the above rule for a period exceeding five years, from the date of: 
his departure ; nor will any subscription at the average rate be 
received after the expiration or that period: Provided further, 
that in case the average payments above described shall be discon- 
tinued, for a period of one year consecutively, the same shall be 
held and deemed to be a resignation and abandonment of the 
tustitution, and the family of the subscriber shall not have any 
claim upon the fund, upon payment of the arrears due; except 
upon good and sufficient cause for the omission being shown te 
he satisfaction of a general quarterly meeting of the subscribers, - 

That the allowance drawn from the tund by civil servants 
proceeding to Europe on sick certificate be recoverable from them 
on their return to the service, without interest, by monthly instal- 
ments, not less than three times the amount of their monthly 
subscriptions while out of employ, or receiving less than 1,000 
per mencsem ; and net less than ten per cent. on their salary and 
eather allowances, when drawing 1,000 rupces per mencem of 
epwaids,

Section 1.— Admission of Subscribers. 

Art. 1. Tue following description of persons, and they alone, 
are eligible to be subscribers to the Bengal Military Fund. 

Ist. Officers or cadets in the military service of the Honoure 
able Company under the Presidency of Fort William. 
2d. Chaplains of the Bengal establishment. 

’ 3d. Officers of the Bengal inedical establishment. 

Ath. Otficers of the Bengal establishment on the retired list. 

2. Cadets or officers, chaplains, aud medical officers, shall he 
adinitted as meinbers, without being obliged to furnish certificates 
of health, provided they signify their wish of becoming tnembers 
within six months after thedate of the general order admitting 
them to the establishmeut, on paying the donation and subscrip- 
tion with arrears, calculated from the Ist of the month succeeding 
their arrival in India. Cadets or ensigns, however (if unmarried), 
will, on their arrival, be called upon for subscription only, but 
will be required to pay the fall donation of lieutenant on attaining 
that rank. 

3. All applicants, as above, who may be married, shall be re. 
guired also to pay the donation and subscription of their married 
rank, with arrears also, calculated as in the preceding article. 

4. Individuals of the descriptions enumerated inv the first article, 
who may not have signified their wish of becoming subscribers 
within six months of their admission on the establishment, shall 
only be admissible ou obtaining the sanction of a majority of the 
subscribers, and on the fellowiug conditions ; 

Ist. That the application for admission be accompanied hy 
the certificate of two Surgeons, that the person desiring to 
subscribe is then, to the best of their knowledge, in good 
health.

5. A subscriber withdrawing from the fund, forfeits, ipso fucto, 
all claims to its benefits, as also the amount of his donation and 
subscription, and all other sums which he may have paid up to 
the period of his secession. Should he afterwards be desirous of 
again becoming a subscriber, he will be admissible on the same 
terms as a new subscriber, as described iu the fourth article, 

6. Sabscribers who may retire from the service on the pre- 
scribed peusion of their ranks, or who may returu permanently to 
iurope, shall not forfeit their title as subscribers to the eventual 
benefits of the fund, provided they continue the regular payments 
of mouthly subscription of the rank they had attained at the period 
af retiring, agreeably to the rates laid down for each rank in 
Table No. 2. 

7. All subscribers not in ill health retiring from the service be- 
fore they are entitled to the full pension of their Tank to forfeit all 
claims on the institation.

10. Subscribers on promotion shall be required to pay the differ- 
ence of donation between their former and increased rank, as

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21. The donation may be paid at once, or by monthly instal- 
ments, vot exceeding twelve, at the option of the subscriber, in 
failure of which all claims shall be forfeited upon the fund, either 
for himself or widow, unless the amount be paid with interest at 
12 per cert. per annum from the day of admission. 

12. Eligible individuals who may have applied to the secretary 
for permission to subscribe within six months after their admis- 
sion on the establishment, will be entitled at any tline to the 
benefits of the fund. 

13. Monthly subscriptions of subscribers shall ‘be paid withis 
four mouths after they become due, on pain of exclusion from the 
society or forfeiture of double the arrears of subscription, except 
sutisfactory reasons cau be assigned for the delay of payment. 
Officers authorizing their paymasiers to deduct their subscriptions 
from their monthly pay, shall not be subject to the above penalty ; 
but shall nevertheless be responsible for the arrears, in case it 
shall appear that the paymaster has neglected tu make the proper 
deductions; if payment be then refused, the name to be struck off. 
Arrears which may be due to the fund by a subscriber at the time 
of his death, will, if not discharged by the paymaster of the corps’ 
to which the deceased was attached, or by his executors or ageuts, 
be deducted from the pensiou of his widow. 

14, All subscribers marrying after their adinission into the fund, 
and who may be desirous that their widows should possess claims 
to the eventual benefits of the fund, are required to inforw the 
secretary of their marriage; and, unless this information be given, 
aud payment of the additional donation made within six months 
after such marriage, the subscribers shall be required to pay double 
the amount, with interest. ; 

_15. Subscribers who may have proceeded to Europe on sick cer- 
tificate, or who may be in the receipt of any periodical aid from 
the fund, shall, during such period, be exempted from the paymeut 
of montlily subscription, ‘The exemption never to exceed three 
years, and not to be repeated until after an uninterrupted sub- 
scription of eight years. 

16. Subscribers who may be prevented from drawing pay from 
a temporary cause, such as captivity, extended furlough, suspen- 
sion from pay, or the like, shall, during such period, be exempted 
from the payment of monthly subscription, without forfeiture of 
the rights of the subscription ; but un the removal of such inca. 
pacity, aud upon the receipt of pay, the arrears are to be made 
good within six months, 


Section 111.—Benefits derivable from the Bengal Military Fund. . 


17. The benefits derivable from the Military Fund are twofold. 
Ist. Such as are grauted by the regulations to subscribers 
while living. 
2d. Such as are granted to widows of deceased subscribers. 


18. The benefit grauted to subscribers while alive are considered 
personal, and subject to the decision of the directors for the time 
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being, who will be guided iu their decision on each claim by the 
regulations of the fund, except when they have reason to entertain 
doubts with respect to any such claim ; it will in such cases be their 
duty to call fur further information from the claimant; and, 
if this information should not be satisfactory to the directurs, they 
are authorized to withhold the. payment of the claim. 


- 19. A subscriber of whatever rank, who may proceed to Europe 

on sick certificate, and who may not be allowed passage-money 
trom Government, shall be authorized to apply to the Military 
Fund for the passage-money regulated for his rank,* provided his 
application shall be accoumanicd by a sincere -and solemu decla- 
ration that he dees not possess the sum of rupecs 10,000, or 
property of auy description to that amount ; and also shalt be 
entitled on his return to India to receive from the agents in 
England the sum regulated for the outward passage on the pro- 
duction of a similar declaration. 


20. Asubscriber so proceeding to England on sick certificate, shall 
be authorized to apnly for the further sum of rupecs 700 for his 
equipment, hisapplication heing accompanied by a solemn and sincere 
declaration of his not being possessed of the sum of rupees 2,000, 
or property of any description to that amount; bat nu allowance 
will in any case be made for equipment to a subscriber returpius 
to India. 


21. Subaltern officers proceeding to England on sick certificate, 
who shall make a solemu and sincere declaration that they do uot 
possess property which wil. produce au income of £50 per annum, | 
shall be allowed that sum annually during the period of receiving 
English pay on furlough. The declaration to be renewed annually. 


- 22. It having, however, been deemed necessary to set limits to 
the claims for gratuitous passage-moncy, equipment allowance, and 
income to Subscribers proceediug to England on sick certificate, 
no subscriber shall consequently be entitled to this iudulgence 
more than once in eight years; but in urgent cases of the certi- 
fied sickness of a subscriber, who may have already received the 
benefits of the fund within that period, the application shall be 
submitted to the consideration of the subscribers at large, who will 
decide if any or what sum may be advanced as a loan, to be repa'd 
within twelve months after the retarn of such member to Bengal, 
provided he may then have attained the rank of captain, otherwise 
within twelve mouths after he shall have attajoed that rank. 


23. Subscribers proceeding to England from any place not under

Provided that nothing contained herein, or in any other part of 
these rules of the institution, shall be considered to entitle to the 
benefits of it any widow who may have been legally divorced or 
separated from her husband fur adultery, or who, at the period of 
her husband’s demise, may have quitted his protection, and be 
living in a state of notorious adultery, though not divorced or 
separated from him by law. 


26. If a widow pensioner on the fund marries, her pension is to 
cease during her coverture; but in the event of her again becom'ng 
a widow, she shall be re-ndmitted to all the benefits she may have 
enjoyed from the fund during her first widowhood, in like manner 
as if she had not re-married, but subject of course to all the limi- 
tations and conditions prescribed by the regulations in the first 
instance. If the second husband shall also have been a subscriber 
to the fund, the widow will receive, however, only one aunuity, 
taking that which may be she greatest ; that is to say, according te 
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the rank of the first or second husband, whichever may be the 
higher. : 


27. Every widow benefiting by the Military Fund, and not pro- 
vided with a passage to Europe at the expense of Governmen, 
shall be entitled (for one passage ouly) to au allowance of 2,000 
sicca rupees, provided the drectars shall be satisfied, after due 
juquiry, that from the indigence of her circumstances she has a 
reasonable claim to such assistance from the Fund. 


Section V.— Eventual Benefits of the Fund. 


28. Independent of the benefits which have been recited, the 
Renzal Military Fuad is cousidered as holding out the prospect of 
benefits under the following circumstances : 

Ast. To subscribers compelled by ill-liealth to abandon the 
country after ten years’ service, and be‘ore they are en- 
titled to retire on full pay, the regulated passage-money of 
their rank and an anuuity which shall render their total 
income, from whatever source derived, with the exception 
of pensions for the loss of an eye, or limb, or permanent. 
injury equivalent to such luss, equal to the full pay of their 
rank, 
2d. To officers who may have served twenty-two years in 
_ India, and may be obliged by ill health to retire from the. 
service without having obtiined the rank of major, the. 
regulated! passace money of theirrank, and such assistance 
an from the fund as will render their whole jucome, from 
whatever source, with the exception of pensions fur the 
- loss of an eye, or limb, or permanent injury equivalent to 
such lugs, equal to the pay of major, — 
3d. It shall be competeut for the directors of the Military 
Fund, at their discretion, to assist officers retiring from the 
service on full pay in limited circumstances, with a sum 
equal to the regulated passage money of their rank; pro- 
vided always, that the resignation of such officer shal 
actually have been accepted previously to his embarkation.. 
_ 29, Should the fund, however, at any period fall short of the 
demands upon it, so that the annual income will not defray the 
amount of the annuities aud other claims. then it shall be in the 
power of the directors, after submission tu ine army, to make a 
proportionate deduction from the anuuity of each annuitant, 
excepting always the present annuitauts of the Benzal Widows’ 
‘Fuud and from the payments to other claimants above the rank 
of subaltern, until the state of the fuud shall afford the means 
of complete payment; when if a surplus income exists, the arrears 
shall be made good from the amount of surplus, but not otherwise 


. Section VI.—Loans to be advanced ly the Fund in certain Cases. 
Members who have subscribed to the fund for a period not less 

than eight years, shall be entitled to loans under the following 

circumstances; . 
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30. A subscriber proceeding to England on sick certificate, 
with his wife and children, and subscribing to a solemn and 
sincere declaration that he is not possessed of property to the 
value of Rs.10,000, shall be entitled to apply for passage money 
at the rate of Rs, 2,000 tor his wife, and Rs, 1,000 for each child; 
tu beadvanced by the Military Fund as a loan, upon such security 
as shall be approved by the directors. . The amouut to be 
repaid with interest at the rate of four per cent, per annum, 
within two years after the subscriber’s return to India, 
provided he mey have attained the rank of captain, other- 
wise within two years after he shall have attained. that rauk,— 
and the sureties to be bound to make good any balance or defie 
ciency, in the event of the subscriber’s ceasing to be a member. of 
the fund before the bond is discharged. 

83. In urgent cases of the certified sickness of a subscriber who 
may have already received the benefits of the fund on sick certifi- 
cate within the term of eight years, the application for assistance 
shall be submitted for the consideration of the subscribers at 
large, who will decide if any, or what sum, way be advanced as a 
loan, under the restrictions recited in the preceding article. 


Section V11.— General Regulations. 


- 32. The Bengal Military Fund is to be administered by a presi- 
dent and twelve directors, to be choseu annually, on or about the 
15th of January, by a general mecting of all subscribers who may 
be present at the presidency. Subscribers who may be absent 
from the presidency may vote for directors by prexy, on address- 
ing to the secretary letters containing the names of the persons for 
whom they wish to vole, or by transmitting such names under 
their signature to the general meeting by the hand of any other 
subscriber. ‘The directors who shall be fouud duly elected shalf 
then choose their president from amongst themseives. The pre- 
cise day and place of meeting shall be notified by the president, 
in the Government Gazette, at least two calendar mouths before- 
band. 

33. At the annual meetings the accounts of the fund, and pro- ; 
cvedings of the directors for the past year, Shall be laid before the 
meeting, for inspection aud approval by the subscribers present, 
who were not of the direction ; after which the meeting at large 
will proceed to choose directors for the ensuing twelve mouths, 
The accounts to be published for general information. 

34. The directors of the past yeur are eligible to be re-elected. 

35. All subscribers who may have contributed to the fund by 
paying donations aud subscriptions in their respective ranks, during 
six coutinued wonths before any meeting, are entitled to attend to 
examine the accounts and proceedings, and to vote for directors. - 
' 36. In the eveut of a vacancy in tue office of directors occur. 
ring, in the intermediate period between two annual meetings, the 
directors may chuose a successor from amongst the subscribers at 
the presidency, who may he eligible to the office. 
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37. On occasions of any particularand important business which 
may necessarily require the opinion of the socicty at large, special 
meetings will be called of the subscribers at the presideucy (others 
voting by proxy) as provided for in Article 32, Or if any alleged 
thismapagement, or other eniergent cause, should occur to any 
twelve subscribers to require the notice of the society at large, # 
special meeting shall be summoned by the president on the writ- 
ten requisition of such twelve subscribers under the furms above 
prescribed. 

38. The directors shall have a secretary chosen by themselves, 
who also shall be an accountant, with an establishment, upou such 
allowances as shall be deemed adequate to the respective duties. 

39. The secretary will be expected to have an office at his own 
residence for the accommodation of the meetings of the directors, 
for the preservation of the records, and for the purpose of afford- 
ing access to the officers of the urmy at large to the books of the 
institution. 

40. The directors of the fund will hold regular monthly meet- 
jugs ; but no meeting of the directurs consisting ofa smaller pum- 
ber than five shall be competent to the transaction of business ; 
and it will rest with any director, or with the secretary, to repre- 
sent the occurrence of such necessity to the president, who will 
convene a special meeting within ten days trom the date of bis 
receiving the application: but vo special meeting shall be called 
with the view of reconsidering resclations which may have been 
already adopted by a former meeting of directors, utuless at the 
requisition of a number of directors greater than that which at- 
tended such meeting. 

41. The secretary will invariably Isy before the directors, either 
at the regular or special meetines, all letters that may have been 
received by him since the last meeting. Minutes of the proceed. 
ings of all meetings will be recorded and authenticated by the sig.. 
natures of the directors present, The secretary will also submit 
to the directors who attended, drafts of all the letters which iu 
those mecttings he may have been desired to write. Letters de- 
manding au immediate au-wer, when such may be of av ordinary 
" pature, may be replied to hy the secretary, withvut waiting for a 
meeting of the directors; but every letter proposed to be dis- 
patched by the secretary, must previously receive the special satic- 
tion of one director, signified by his initiais tothe drafts, which 
will be sent to him for consideration. 

42. The secretary will keep the set of books in use in the Mili- 
tary Widow’s Fund, under. instructions which he may receive from 
time to time from the directors of the funds. 

43. The books and correspondence of the fund shall be at all 
times open to the inspection of subscribers, 

44. When any new regulation shall appear to the directors tu 
be advisable, such segulation shall be circalated to corps for con- 
sideration, and the affirmative on negative of the majority of indi- 
vidual votes shall decide iis adoption or rejection. 
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-45. If any subscriber or claimant on the fund’ shall be desirous 
to appeal from the decision of the directors to that of the sub- 
scribers at large, upon any subject which may not be specifically 
defined by the regulations, such appeal, provided it be approved 
by three directors, shall be referred by the directors and decided 
upon in the manner prescribed in the preceding article, and the 
decision upon such appeal, or that of the directors in cases not 
appealable, shall be final iu all cases whatever; any further 
agitation of the question, by a process of law or otherwise, being 
deemed in itself to be av absolute forfeitare of all claim on the 
fund. 

46. When areference shall be made to the subscribers at large 
respecting either a proposed regulation, or an appeal, the result of 
such reference shall be communicated to corps for the information 
of subscribers. 

47. Generally all payments due from the fund are to be made 
half-yearly in England, and monthly in India, but iv cases when 
pensioners or claimants on the fund are about to embark for Eu- 
rope, all arrears are to be paid up to the latest date practicable. 

48. Any arrear which may be due to the fund, by a subscriber 
or by an annuitant who may have received an over-payment, loan, 
or advance, shallin all cases be deducted from the first payments 
to be made from the fund to the person owing such arrear. 

49. All income derived from the Bengal Military Fund is de- 
clared to be unalienable, and the fact of attempting the alienation 
of such income in any maoner, or under any pretence, shall be 
deemed in itself a forfeiture of all future benefits from the fund. 

50. In the event of a member of the fund being dismissed the 
service, the directors are authorized to afford the unfortunate indi- 
vidual such assistance as they may deem advisable, limiting the 
extent of the sum advanced to the net amount contributed by 
such dismissed officer during the period of his subscription to the 
institution, and deducting such sums as he may have borrowed 
from the fund; but temporary suspension from rank or pay is 
not to be considered a forfeiture of such claims, provided the ar- 
rears be paid up within a period equal to that of the suspension 
and immediately succeeding it. 

51. If asubscriber who may be dismissed from the service, by 
a court-martial or otherwise, shall afterwards be restored to the 
service, he shall be re-admissable to the fund on payment of the 
arrears that may have been accumulated, with compound interest 
thereon, in the same manner as if: he had suffered only temporary 
suspension. 

52. All property belonging to the ‘Military Fund at any period 
shall be invariably vested in the Honourable Company's securities 
with exception of a small balance to meet current expenses, and 
monthly pensions. 

53. When interest may be chargeable, according to these regu- 
lations, on sums either receivable or payable by the Military Fund, 
in account with subscribers to that fund,‘or their families or repre- 
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sentatives (with exception to the case provided for in Article 30), 
that iuterest shall be always calculated according to the rate al- 
lowed by the Honourable Company on the property of the fund 
vested in the public treasury at this presidency, at the time wher 
such suas may be received or paid. 

54. The existence of the Military Fund mus! be known to all 
persons entering the service, and in the course of six months they 
must necessarily have various opportunities of learning the tenor 
uf the regulations ; it will nevertheless be the duty of the secre. 
tary to communicate to each cadet, officer, chaplain, or assistant 
Surgeon, entering the service, the advantage of a speedy declara- 
tion of his intention to subscribe, and the penalty of his delaying 
it for more than six months. ‘This communication is to be made 
immediately on the promulgation of the order admitting to the 
Service any individual of the class above-mentioned, and is to be 
repeated at the expiration of three months, but the miscarriage or 
non-receipt of such communication will not be admitted in bar of 
any existing regulation. . 

55. The business of the fund in Europe shall be conducted 
through the agency of Sir G. A. Robinson, Bart., Lieut. Colonel J. 
Salmond, and Henry Trail, Esq., who will from time to time re- 
ceive the necessary instructions for their guidance, and to whom 
such applications will be preferred as cannot with equal conve- 
nience be submitted to the directors of the fund in Iudia.

Regulations for the Admission of Orphans, sanctioned by the 
Army, and ordered to have effect from the 1st February 1819, 
at a Meeting of the Genercl Management, held the 24th Decem- 
ber 1818. 


1. That no child be admitted who shall be possessed by inhie- 
ritance, bequest, or otherwise, of the sum of sicca rupees 7,000 
(seven thousand), or an annuity yielding sicca rupees 420 (four 
hundred and twenty). 

II. That no child possessed of any property less than the above 
sum shall be admitted, unless the amount shall be lodged for its 
use aud benefit in the society’s funds, 

III. That no child of any subscriber, dying intestate, shall be 
admitted, if on inquiry there shall appear to have been (after pay- 
ment of lawful debts, and adequate provision made for the mother) 
property remaining to the estate, equal to making a provision fur, 
and which might have been bequeathed to such a child. 

IV, In any case when an officer may die, leaving a natural 
born child or children, and possessed of property not sufficient 
to preclude the children from the benefits of the institution, and 
such officer shall not by wil! make such reasonable provision for 
these children as his circumstances may enable him, such children 
shall not be entitled to the benefits of the institution. 

V. That when, in the will of any subscriber, part only of his 
children are provided for, and others either excluded by name, or 
otherwise not noticed in its provisions, such omission arising ma- 
nifestly out of the intention of the testator, such exclusion or 
omission shall be considered to invalidate the claims of all the 
children on the institution. 

VI. That all cases of capricious or unequal provision, which by

VII. That any provision by will for the widow of a subscriber 
greater than 3-5ths (three-fifths) of the property to be devised 
when there shall be only one child ; § (one-half) where there shall 
be two, and 1-3d (one-third) where there shall be any greater puw- 
ber of children than two; the remainder being in all cases consi. 
dered the property of the child, or (in equal portions) of the chil- 
dren, shall be considered unequal, agreeably to the twe foregoing 
articles, and invalidate the claims of the children accordingly. 
Provided always, that a provision for the widow, to the amount 
of 12,000 sicca rupees (sicca rupees twelve thousand), shall not 
be held to invalidate the claims of the child or children, although 
such sum may be more than three-fifths, one-half, or one-third of 
the property devised. 
VILI. That in all cases of children born not in wedlock, any 
provision for the mother exceeding sicca rupees 30 (sicca rupees 
thirty), if a native; if Enropeean, sicca rupees 50 (sicca rupees 
fifty), per month, the principle of such sum in all cases to he se- 
cured to the child or children, shall be considered in the same 
light as the above, and invalidate all claims upon the institution. 
1X. That subscriptions for the families of deceased subscribers 
aré iv all cases to be regarded as available sources of relief to the 
funds of the society, and in that view are to be considered of, and 
judged by the foregoing rules, in the same manner as any other 
disposible property ; with this only exception, that, whereas such 
subscriptions are fora joint benefit, and lodged in the hands of 
trustees, it shall not be indispensable that the orphan’s portions 
(estimated as above) be paid as capital sums into the society’s 
funds ; but it shall be sufficient that the interest upon them he 
from time to time duly paid by the said trustees into the society’s 
treasury, so long as the orphans continue an expense to the insti- 
tution, to be appropriated to their maintenance, whether in Eu- 
rope or in India. 

X. That should such children be allowed to remain with parent 
or friend, the interest on their said portions will be calculated in 
part payment of the regulated monthly allowance, the society re- 
gularly paying or receiving the balance; but should they be placed 
at Kidderpore, or under the management in England, the amount 
of interest on their several shares (calculated as above) must be 
paid into the funds of the society, on failure of which payment 
during a period exceeding 12 months, the said orphans shal) be 
liable to be struck off the books of the institution. 

XI. That with a view to obtain the most correct information 
possible, as well on the foregoing as all other points affecting the 
interest of those children who may be offered to their guardian- 
ship, the general Management will and do expect (besides the cus- 
tomary affidavit) the fullest information from executors and others, 
and an unreserved communication of testamentary and all other 
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dvcuments, of which the nature of the specific cases may admit, and 
do reserve to thearselves the entire right, conveyed to them by thcir 
original constitution, of rejecting orphans tendered without such 
information and documents; or if, on. reference to them, there 
shall appear any evidence of design unnecessarily and intentionally 
to burthen the fund, by throwing on itthese who might and ought 
to have been otherwise provided for. 

XIE. That the marriage portion to female orphans shall in no 
case exceed Sicca rupees 2,000 ; and if the ward claiming the dowry 
has property to an amount exceeding sicca rupees 3,000, the so- 
ciety will advance a sum that shall increase the amount to sicca 
rupees 5,000.

EXTRACT FROM ‘THE REVISED REGULATIONS. 


Section 1.—Admission of Subscribers. 

Art. 1. THE following description of persons under the Presidency 
of Madras, and they alone, are eligible to become subscribers to 
the fand :—Ist. Cadets and commissioned officers in the military 
service of the Hon. Company.—2d. The archdeacon and chap- 
lains.—3d. Commissioned officers of the medical establishment. 

2. Cadets or officers shall be admissible as subscribers without 
furnishing certificates of health, provided that they signify their 
wish to become subscribers withid six mouths after their admis- 
sion on the establishment. 

3. Chaplains and medical ofticers, who may signify their wish to 
become subscribers within six months after the date of their 
admission on the establishment, shall be admitted en the same 
terms as cadets and officers, provided they are not married, and 
have not any legitimate offepring.f But chaplains or medical 
officers being married, or having legitimate offspring, shall be

to the fund from the subscriber, or in the case of his death, from — 
the amount payable to his family. In the latter iustance, the 
rates of deductions for paying up the arrears of minimum due are 
to be regulated by the Table D.

3. The donation may be paid at once or by monthly instalments, 
agreeably to table B., at the option of the subscriber. If the 
subscriber, however, be promoted during the payment of these 
instalments, he must pay all instalments subsequent to the date 
of erat promotion, at the rate of the donation of the higher 
rank. 

4. But although a period of eighteen montlis is also granted as 
an indulgence for the payment of the maximum by a person who 
may not have applied to subscribe to the fund within six months 
after his admission on the establishment, it is to be clearly under- 
stood, that any arrears of that maximum at the period of the 
death of such subscriber, or at the date of the sick certificate, on 
which he may have obtained leave to proceed to Europe, shall be 
deemed a forfeiture of all claims upon the fund, either for himself 
or family. 

5. Nevertheless, on the death of any subscriber, whose family 
may be excluded froin the benefit of the fund by the preceding 
paragraph, sueh family will be entitled to receive from the fund 
the full amount of subscription, with interest accumulated half- 
yearly, that may have been paid by the subscriber ou whose be- 
half they claim, previded the subscription shall not have been 
previously forfeited under 9th article of this section. 

6. Officers on their promotion or marriage will be required to 
pay up the difference between the amount of donation already 
paid by them, and the amount specified iu the second and fourth 
columns of ‘Table B., asthe aggregateof each class and condition. 

7. Donation is in no case to be returned. 

8. All subscribers marrying after their admission into the 
fund, and who may be desirous that their widows or children 
shall possess claims to the benefits of the fund, are required te 
inform the secretary of their marriage, and of the payment of the 
additional donation; and uuless this information be given, and 
payment of the additional donation made within six months after 
such marriage, the subscriber shall be required to pay double the 
amount, with interest added half-yearly.* 


* This article isapplicable to the marriage of widuwers as well as 
to that of Lachelors 
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9. Any arrear, not sanctioned by the 3d and 4th articles of 
this section, equal in amount to six months’ subscription, shall 
subject the subscriber owing it to the payment of double the 
amount of the arrear (unless it shall be made to appear, to the 
satisfaction of the Directors, that such arrear arose from an 
unavoidable accident), and in failure of the payment of the for- 
feitures specified in this and the preceding article within | welve 
months after it shall be demanded, to the exclusion of himself 
aod family from the benefits of the fund. 

10. Subscribers who may be in the actual receipt of any 
periodical aid from the fund, shallmot, during such period, be 
exempted from the payment of monthly subscriptions. 

11. Subscribers who may be prevented from drawing pay by a 
temporary cause, such as captivity, extended furlough, suspension 
from pay, or the like, shallduring such period be exempted from 
the paymeut of monthly subscription without forfeiture of their 
rights; but upon the removal of such incapacity, and upon the 
receipt of pay, they shall be reqaired to pay up all arrears due to 
the fund, or one-thirtieth part if unmarried, and one-twentieth 
if married, of any arrears of regimental garrison pay and allow- 
ances which they tay so receive. 

12. It is optional with married subscribers to pay a donation 
of 282 rupees or not, within one year after the birth of each 
daughter; the advantage resulting from such payment being, that 
the annuity which on the death of the subscriber becomes pay- 
able to such daughter, shall be continued to ber until her warriage 
or death, iu the manner prescribed; and in the event of its uot 
being paid, the annuity to the daughter will cease on her attaining 
the age at which annuities to sons are discontinued. A posthumous 
daughter, or a daughter whose father may die befure she be one 
year old, will be entitled to the advantages of this regulation, 
but the prescribed donation for ber will be deducted from ber 
annuity at the rate specified in Table D. 

13. Officers retired ov half-pay, or on Lord Clive’s Fund, shall 
pay full subscription notwithstanding, according to their rank 
and condition ; and they are accordingly required to pay up their 
arrears, without interest, towards their respective maximum, 
’ within one year after the adoption of the regulation may be made 

know in England; or failing so todo, and preferring to continue 
the payment of half subscription only, their families at their death 
will be entitled only to half the benefits derivable from the fund. 


Section I1.—Persons entitled to the Benefits of the Fund. 

1. The persons entitled to the benefits of the fund dre:—Ist. 
All subscribers to the fund, for such benefits as are personal, under 
the restrictions prescribed by the regulations. 2d. All widows 
and legitimate children of those who were subscribers, and were 
married on the Ist April 1808, and the children of such previous 
marriages are entitled, without distinction, to the full benefits of 
the fund, either in quality of orphans, or in future as widows,

2. With regard to marriages contracted subsequent to the Ist 
April 1808, it shall be an indispensable qualification that both 
the parents of any and every claimant shall have been European, 
or of unmixed European blood, though born in other quarters of 
the world ; four removes from an Asiatic or African being con- 
sidered as European blood. 

§. Legitimate children of those who were married subscribers 
on the lst April 1808 (provided they be the offspring of such 
marriages), as also the legitimate descendants of those children, 
shall be entitled to the full benefits of the fund, either as orphans 
or hereafter as widows, notwithstanding the restriction contained 
in the preceding article. 

4. Marriages, subsequent to the lst April 1808, with persons 
of mixed blood (who may not be included in the third article), 
exclude the widow and children from the benefits of the fund; 
but subscribers contracting such marriage will continue to enjoy 
al] the personal advantages of the fund, and will besides have the 
option of paying the additional donation on marriage; which 
payment, and the continuance of subscription, will entitle the 
widow and children of such subscriber to receive from the fund the 
amount of nett subscription paid by him with compound interest, 
accumulated half-yearly, after deducting therefrom, with similar 
interest, the amount of any advances which he may have previously 
received from the fund on account of sickness or other cause. 


Section IV .—— Benefits derivable from the. Fund. 


1. The benefits derivable from the fund are two-fold. Ist. 
Such as are granted by the regulations to subscribers while living. 
2d. Such as are granted to the widows and legitimate chililren of 
deceased subscribers. 

2. The benefits granted to subscribers while alive are considered 
personal, and subject to the decision of the directors for the time 
being ; who will be guided in their decision on each claim by the 
regulations of the fund, except when they have reason to entertain 
doubts with respect to any such claim. It will, in such cases, be 
their duty to call for further information from the claimant; and_ 
if this information should not be satisfactory to the directors, 
they are authorized to withhold the payment of the claim until 
the pleasure of the army at large be known, to whom the case 
will be immediately referred. 

3. Subscribers who may have applied to the secretary for per- 
mission to subscribe within six months after their admission on 
the establishment, will be entitled at any time to the benefits of 
the fund. . 

4. A subscriber who may proceed to Europe on sick certificate, 
in conformity to the regulations of the arwy, and who may not be 
allowed passage-money by Government, shall be entitled tu the 
passage-money regulated for his rank, provided his application 
shall be accompanied by a declaration on oath» that he does not 
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possess the means of paying for his passage, and also shall be 
eutitled on his return to Iudia to receive from the secretary in 
England the sum regulated for the outward passage, on the pro- 
duction of a similar affidavit. 

5. A subscriber so proceeding to England on sick certificate 
shall be entitled for his equipment to a further sum not exceeding 
Rs. 400, if unmarried; or if married, in addition to the above 
sum, he will be allowed Rs. 200 for his wife, aud Rs. 100 for each 
child, his application being accompanied by an affidavit of his uot 
possessing funds for the purpose; but no allowance will, iu any 
case, be made for equipment to a subscriber returning to India. 

6. Subscribers, being subalterps proceeding to England on sick 
certificate, who shall make oath that they do not possess property 
which will produce av annual income, including their pay, equal 
to £140, shall be allowed such sum annually as, with Cheir pay 
and other income, will make up £140, during the period of re- 
ceiving English pay on furlough, as regulated by the Court of 
Directors. 

7. Income allowance to sick subaltern officers at home will be 
increased to such officers as are married, or to widowers having 
offspring, as follows: £20 for his wife, aud £10 per annum to 
each of his children. ‘The latter allowance, however, to be re< 
duced in the case of a plurality of children, in the manner pre- 
scribed by the 19th article of this section ; provided, however, that 
such additional allowance for the whole family never exceed his 
own income allowance. <A captain, in like manner, being at home 
on sick certificate with a family will be entitled toa similar allow- 
ance for his family, provided he take the oath prescribed for subal- 
terns; but such allowance is never to exceed that of a lieutenant. 

8. Subscribers proceeding to England on sick certificate con- 
formably to the regulations, from any place not under the Presi- 
dency of Fort St. George, shall be entitled to the personal benefits 


which have been above enumerated, provided they shall have. 
complied with the local regulations, aud shall make immediate’ 
communication of the circumstances to the directors of the fund. . 

9. The second class of beuefits (namely, those granted to. 


widows and children of deceased subscribers) are absolute, not 
dependant on the decision of the directors, but contrulled solely 
by the regulations of the institution. 

10. The widows and legitimate children of deceased subscribers, 
admitted subsequent to the 15th October 1822, shall be entitled 
to receive the annuities specified in the annexed Table E., without 
reference to the amouut of property such subscribers may hare 
died possessed of, provided they shall have paid up, previous to

Section V.—Eventual Benefits of the Fund. | 

1. Iudependent of the benefits which have been recited, the 
fund is considered as holding out the prospect of eventual benefits 
under the fotlowing circumstances. 

2. If at any future period it shall be found that the funds of the 
Anstitation afford a considerable surplus, after providing for the 
actual and probable applications for relief under the preceding 
articles, it shall then, and not otherwise, be competent for the 
directors of the institution, as the permission of the Hon. Conr¢ 
of Directors has been obtained, to afford the aid of the fund in 
the following case, viz. to subscribers compelled by ill health to 
abandon the country after ten years’ service, and before they are 
entitled to retire on full pay, the regulated passage-money of their 
rank, and an annuity which shall render their total income, from 
whatever source derived, equal to the full pay of their rank. 

3. If at any fature period it shall be found that the funds of 
‘the institution afford a considerable surplus, after providing for the 
actual and probable applications for relief under the preceding 
articles, tt shall then, and not otherwise, be competent for the 
directors of the institution, provided the permission of the Hon. 
Coart of Directors be obtained, to afford the aid of the fand in 
the following cases:—1st. ‘Tu officers who may have served twenty- 
two years in India, and may be obliged by ill health to retire from 
the service, without having obtained the rank of major, the re- 
gulated passage-money of their rank, and such assistance from 
the fand as will render their whole income, from whatever sonrce, 
equal. to the pay of major.—2d. In the event of a still further. 
surplus, it shall be competent for the directors-of the Military 
Fund, at their discretion, to assist officers retiring from the service 
on fuil pay iu limited circumstances, with a sum equal to the 
regulated passage-money of their rank ; provided alwnys, that the 
aesignation of such officer shall actually have been accepted pre- 
viously to his embarkation. 

Section V1.—Loans. : | 

Subscribers who shall have subscribed to the fund for a period 
nat less than eight years, shall be entitled to loans under the 
fotiowiug circumstances ; 

4. A subscriber being desirous to send bis wife and children, or 
either of them, to Europe, shall be allowed, should the state of 
-the funds admit it, a loan equal to the amount of 20 months’ sub- 
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aistetice of the rank he then holds, provided he shall bave pre- 
viously deposited with the directors an irrevocable order, engaging 
to repay the amount so borrowed, with interest at 8 per cent., 
within twenty-two months immediately succeeding the date of the 
adyanee. He shall also be required to deposit for the ultimate 
Security.of the fund, a personal bond, in which he shall be joined 
-by two securities, to be approved by the directors, and assigument 
on any property he may possess. ae 

2. Iulike. manner, a similar Joan will be allowed to a subscriber 
in India under the same conditions, whenever he may be desirous 
that his wife and children, or either of them, should return to him. 

3. A subscriber who may be desirous to remit money to his 
wife or children in Europe, shall be allowed to receive an order 
on the secretary of the fund in England for any amouut which he 
may have prerivusly paid into the fund here, cither by instalment 
or otherwise: provided always, that any loss by exchange or 
‘otherwise shall be borne by such subscriber. 

4. A subscriber proceeding to England on sick certificate with 
Ais wife and children, shall be authorized to apply for the re- 
gulated passage-money for such wife aud children, to be advanced by 
the Military Fund.as aloan. Such Joan, however, can only be 
advanced upon the personal bund of the subscriber, including twe 
sureties to be approved by the directors. ‘The amount to be repaid 
with interest at 8 per cent. within two vears after the subscviber’s 
return to India, provided he may have attained the rank of cap- 
$din, otherwise within two years after he shall have attained that 
rank, and the sureties to be bound to make guod any balance or 
leficiency, in the event of the subscriber’s ceasing to be a member 
of the fund before the bond is discharged. 


Section Vil.— General Regulations (extracts). 


- Y. When any new regulation shall appear to the directors to be ad. 
visable, such regulation shall be circulated to curps for cousideration, 

-10. If any subscriber or claimant on the fund shall be desirous 
to appeal from the decision of the directors to that of the sub- 
Scribers at large, upon any subject which may not be specifically 
defined by the regulations, such appeal, provided it be approved 
by. three directors, shall be referred aud decided upou in the man- 
ner prescribed in the preceding article, and the decision shall be 
‘fival in all cases whatever, any further agitation of the question, 
by process of law or otherwise, being deemed in itself to be an 
absolate forfgiture of all claim ou the fund. 

11. When a reference shall be made to the subscribers at large, 
respecting either a proposed regulation or an appeal, the result of 
such reference shall be communicated tv corps for the information 
of subscribers. . 

12. Iu order ta prevent litigation respecting the disposition of 
this institution, it shall be required that every application for the 
benefit of the fund shall be accompanied by an obligation of the 
patty applying to conform a ental to the decision of the

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directors, and of a majority of the army, in cases which‘admit a 
geference to the general suffrage. 

13. Generally, all payments due from the fund are to be made 
half-yearly, on the 30th June and on the 31st December; but in 
cases when pensioners or claimants on the fund are about to embark 
for Europe, all arrears are to be paid up to the latest date practicable. 

14. Any arrear which may be due to the fund by a subscriber, 
or by an annuitant who may have received an over-paymeut, loan, 
or advance, shall in all cases be deducted from the first payments 
tobe made from the fund to the persou owing such arrear. 

- 15. All income derived from the Madras Military Fund is de 
tlared to be unalienable ; and the fact of attempting the alienation 
‘of such ineome, in any manner or under any pretence, shall be 
deemed iu itself a forfeiture uf all future benefits from the fand. - 

16. Disinission from the service shall be in all cases considered 

‘a forfeiture of all claims of the fund, and of all subscriptions 
already paid ; but temporary suspension from rank or pay is not to 
be considered a forfeiture of such claims, provided the subscrip- 
tion be continued during such suspension ; or if the subscription 
be discontinued, provided the arrears so arising, and interest on 
‘the amount, shall be paid up within a period equal to that of the 
suspension, and immediately succeeding it. 
“17. Uf a subscriber who may be dismissed from the service Ly a 
court martial or otherwise, shall afterwards be restored to the 
‘service, he shall be re-admissible to the fund, on payment of the 
‘arrears that may have accumulated, with interest thereon, in the 
same manner as if he had suffered only temporary suspension. 

18. All property belonging to the Military Fund at any period 
shall be fuvariably vested in the Hon. Company’s securities, 

19. When interest may be chargeable according to these regula- 
tious, on sums either receivable or payable by the Milizary Fund in 
account with subscribers to that fund, or their families or represen- 
tatives, that interest shall be always calculated according to the high- 
est rate whicli may be allowed on the Hon. Company's securities at 
this Presideney, at the time when such sum may be received or paid. 

20. The existence of a military fund must be known to all 
persons entering the Madras service; and, in the course of six 
Months, they must necessarily have various opportunities of learn- 
ing the tenor of the regulations. It will nevertheless be the duty 
of the secretary to communicate to each cadet, officer, chaplain, or 
assistant surgeaa, cnutering the service, the advantage of a speedy 
declaration of his intention te: subscribe, and the penalty of his 
delaying it for more than six months.

in band at one time. It shall be part of the duty of the secretary 
to furnish every cadet, assistant-surgeon, aud chaplain, on his 
appointment to this Presidency, with a printed copy of the regue — 
lations of the fund, aud every information requisite relative to the 
existence and objects of the institution. 

22. With the view of securing the fund against decay and ulti- 
mate failure, the original intention in regard to dovatiow shall be 
henceforward put in force and strictly adhered to, namely, that 
the donations paid by officers be ‘‘ for the purpose of forming a 
capital,”* and that the subscriptions of officers, the Company's 
donation, the interest on the capital, and all other profits, be 
alone available to defray the expenses of the fund, and. the books 
and accounts of the fund shall be kept to that effect. 

23. Should the subscriptions of officers, the Company’s donation, 
the interest on the capital, and all otber profits available to defray 
the expenses of the fuad, fall short of the demands upon it, ao 
that the total amount of the former will uot defray the amount of 
the annuities and other claims, then it shall be in the power of the 
directors to make a proportionate deduction, accortling to Table 
D., from the annuities of .the widows of the four senior classes, 
from the annuities to ail children, and from the payments to ether 
claimants above the rank of subaiterus, until the state of the fund 
shall afford the means of complete payment; when, if a surplus 
income exists, the arrears shall be made good frum the amount of 
surplus, but not otherwise.* 7 | 

24. The secretary shall lay before the directors, at the regular 
monthly mecting in November each year, an estimated state of 
the fund for the current year; and the directors having taken the 
game into consideration, shall declare what deduction, if any, 
may be required ou annuities aud claims for the ensuing year, on 
the principles of the preceding article. 

25. Certificates, according to a prescribed form, s!all be issued 
for the amount of every deduction to be made on the above prin- 
ciple, be numbered, dated, and registered progressively; and 
when it may be deemed advisable to put them in train of payment, 
the same shall be discharged to the parties bulding them or their 
order, according to priority of date, and upon their granting a full 
and sufficient acquittance for the same on the back of the certificates 
but no interest whatever will be paidon those certificates at any time. 


* So lang as there sball he on the fund widows belonging to the 
three senior classes, and children whose mothers are living, and 
which widows and children shall bave been admitted thereto pre- 
viously to the 15th Oct. 1822, the widows and children admitted 
since that period on the modified annuities shall not be subject to 
the deductions specified in the preceding articles, until the corre. 
sponding annuities of the former annuitants shall by such deduction 
have been reduced respectively to the standard of the new scate; 
_ “from which period they shall all be included in the provisions of the 
artiele to which this note refers, Hae 
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None of these regolations shall affeet the annuitant ad- 
vitted op the fund priur to the 15th Oct. 1822, regardmg whom 
‘the previous reculations shall continne in force, except in such 
cases as are herein specially and otherwise provided.

And toafford tothe senior officers of the Medical Establish- 
ment (subscribers) retiring from the service, annuities for life, 
under certain limitations, and dependiny on the state cf the funds.

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REVISED REGULATIONS.—1st February 1831. 


Section I. 
Management of the Fund. ; 

Art. 1. The management of the fund is vested in ‘thirteen di- 
rectors, who shall be elected by the subscribers at large. ‘The 
are! director to be president. 

2. The directors shall appuint a secretary under the sanction 
of the Commander-in-chief and the Governur in council; and 
such secretary shall receive a monthly salary of 200 rupees, and 
actual amount of expenses on account of establishment. 

3. All applications relating to the Military Fund shall be ad- 
dressed to the secretary, who shall lay them before the directors 
for their consideration, and shall commuuvicate their decision to 
ay applicants. 

. The directors shall meet once every three months, or oftener 
if nai y, for the transaction of business. But no business 
shall be traasacted uuless five directors attend the meeting. 

5. It shall he competent for the directors, whenever they may 
deem it necessary, tu inatitute an inquiry into the correctness of 
all claims founded on the regulations which are presented tu 
them, and to reject such as may appear to them to have been 
preferred on insufficient grounds; but whenever a claim is reject- 
ed, the claimant may require the directors to submit his case for 
the decision of the subscribers at large. 

6. If a subscriber wish any question, which is undefined by the 
regulations, to be submitted to the consideration of the subscri- 
bers at large, his request shall be complied with, provided that 
three directors deem such a reference expedient. 

7. Except in the case just mentioned, all questions brought 
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before the directors shall be determined by the majority of votes 
of the directors present at the meeting. 

R. A resolution, which has been passed at a meeting of ‘the 
directors, shall not be brought again under discussion, unless a 
majority of the directors shall be of op‘nion that another meeting 
for the reconsideration of the subject is necessary. 

9. All questions, submitted to the decision of the subscribers 
at large, shall be communicated by the directors, in letters for- 
warded by the secretary, and addressed to commanding officers of 
regiments, who shall collect and transmit to the secretary the 
votes of the officers under their command. 

10. Officers on the staff, and officers and medical gentlemen 
unattached to corps, sad clerical gentlemen, shall receive the 
circulars from and transmit their votes to the secretary. 

11. Such votes shall, if possible, be transmitted to the secretary 
within three months after the receipt of the circularrequiring them. 

12. All questions submitted to the decision of the subscribers 
at large shall be determined by a majority of votes; but if ¢wo- 
thirds of the votes of subscribers be not received within the time 
specified, the decision of the question shall remain in suspense 
until that number be received. 

13. ‘The result of all references to the suoscribers at large shal! 
be communicated to them in the usual manner by the secretary. 

14. The sabscriptions and douations of subscribers will be 
received by the military paymasters at the different stations of the 
army ,and all sums arising from these or other sources shall be 
lodged in the Company’s treasury; but it is not to be considered 
any part of the vecretary’s duty to receive money on account of the 
fund. 

15. The secretary shall keep the following books, which shall 
be open to the inspection of the subscribers. 

An annual ledger, exhibiting the account of donations and 
subscriptions as rendered by paymasters. 

A cash-book, to be balanced monthly. 

A book, containing an annual account-current of receipts and 
disbursements in Europe. 

A book, containing an annual account-current of nee and 
disbursements both in India and Europe. 

A book shewing i in abstract the actual state of the funds. 

A book containing the minutes of meetings of the directors. 

A book cortaining copies of the several minutes by the directors 
on questions submitted to their consideration. 

16. The payments due by the fund shall be made half-yearly, 
viz. on the 3lst of October and the 30th of April, except such 
as are due to annuitants or claimants embarking for Europe, to 
whom all sums due are to be paid up to the latest date practicable. 

17. When interest is chargeable according to these regulations 
on sums receivabie or payable by the Military Fund, in account 
with subscribers or their families, that interest shall be calculated 
at the rate allowed to the fund by the Honourable Company for 
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the amount lodged in ite treasury at the: time when such sume are 
received or paid. 

18. On all oceasions when advances made to, or arrears due by 
subscribers in Engtand, become payable in India, the exchange 
shali be considered at 2s. 34. per rupee, that being the rate at 
which sums advanced by the Honourable Court to. the agents of | 
the fund in Europe are repaid inthis country. 

19. Io all cases where a deduction has been made fram the 
annuity payable by the fund, on account of property or income. 
possessed by the annuitant, sheauld sueh property or income be 
from any unavoidable causes diminished or lost, then on the,. 
circumstances being stated te the. secretary in India, or the agents 
in Europe, accompauied by an affidavit, specifying whether any. 
and how much property or income remains to the anpuitant, the. 
annuity shall be proportionally increased until it arrives at the 
maximum of annuity due to the rank of the latesubscriber ; the 
opcration of this regulation equally applies to the following de- 
Scription of persons, viz. 
eh Widows and children admitted before the 23d September

Second. Fenale orphans, as specified in the 8th article of the 
3d section. , ate 

Third. Sick officers at home drawing incame allewanes.. 

20. In like manner, if any annuitant an the fuad shall acquire 
property or income, aproportiquate deduetion shall be made from 
his or her anunity, from the date when such property or income 
was acquired. 

21. ‘The business of the fund in Europe shall be conducted hy 
Messrs. Inglis, Forbes, and Co., to whom all applications by aube 
scribers in Europe shall be addressed. 

22. The directors shall, from time to time, furnish Messrs. 
Inglis, Forbes, and Co. with such iustructions as may be necessary 

or enabling them to reply to such applications ; and in all cases 
of doubt, or difference of opinion, a. reference shall be made to 
the directors in India. 


Section II. 


Persons entitled to the Benefits of the Fund. 


Art. 1. All actual subscribers, and all cadets, assistant surgeons, 
and chaplains, who may be appointed to the service, on paying 
the undermentioned donations. and subseriptions, and on conform- 
ing in every respectto the regulationsofthe fund. © 20 

2. Members of the medical board shall. rank as lieutevant- 
colonels ; superintending surgeons, seniur chaplains, and chaplaias 
after ten years’ service, ay majors ; sargeons. and chaplains as 
captains ; and assistant-surgeons as lieutenants. 

3. In the payment of donations, subscribers. shall be classed. 
under three distinct descriptions, viz. married subscribers, widow- - 
ers with offspring, and unmarried subscribers and widowers with- 
out offspring, and shall poe accordingly.

15. Subscribers who may have been dismissed and afterwards

16. Subscribers who may have proceeded to Europe on sick 
certificate, or who may be in the receipt of any periodical aid 
from the fund, shall, during such pesiod, be exempted frow the 
payment of monthly subscriptions. 

17. Subscribers who may he prevented by any temporary cause 
from drawing pay, shal] be exempted during such period from the 
payment of monthly subscriptions; but upon the removal of such 
incapacity the amount of arrears due to the fund shall be made good 
either at once, or by instalments not exceeding thirty-six. 

18. Cornets and ensigns shall not be required to commence 
payment of their donations until they have been twelve months in 
the country. 

19. If asubscriber fall in arrears with his donation or subserip- 
tion, or instalments for six months, he shalI pay double the 
aniount of the arrears, unless he makes it appear to the satisfac~ 
tion of the directors that such arrear was occasioned by unavoida- 
ble circumstances. 

20. In all cases when a subscriber dies in arrears to the fund, in 
eonsequence of his paying the sums due by him by instalments, 
agreeably to the regulations, whether on aecount of loans or fiom 
avy other cause, such arrears must be paid up, or otherwise his 
widow and children will be deprived of all claims to the benefits 
derivalle from the fund.

~The benefits derivable from the Military Fund are either per- 
sonal or transmittable by subscribers on their decease to their 
widows and children. 


Benefits to Married Subscriters and Widowers with Offspring. 


Art. 1. The widows, legitimate children, and descendants of 
subscribers, provided that if males they had been members of the 
Fond, or if females that their fathers or husbands had been 
so, who were married on or before the ist of November 
1816, and the widows and legitimate children of subscribers who 
were married subsequent to that date, provided they are of un- 
mixed European blood, though born in other quarters of the 
world (four removes from Asiatic or African being considered as 
European blood), shall be entitled to receive the following an- 
nuities. 

2. The annuity, however, Savabte to the widows of subscribers, 
is in all cases to be subject to a deduction equal to the amount of 
Lord Clive’s Pension.

6. The annuities to children ghaH cease on the completion of 
their eighteeath year, at whieh time the guardians of each of 
them shall receive from the fund the sum ef £225, to assist in 
his or her establishinent in life.

14. All widows upon furnishing an affidavit that they are des- 
titute of the. means of providing a passage to Europe, shall be 
entitled to receive the regulated allowance (for ove passage only), 
but in the event of a widow possessing property not available at 
the period of her departure from India, the allowance may be 
granted as a loan, to be repaid within twelve mouths after her 
arrival in Europe. 

15. All children shall be entitled to receive the sum of 400 
rupees each, if proceeding to Europe with their mother, or 525 
rupees if unaccom panied by their mother, to defray the cxpense af 
their passage. 

16. A married subscriber shall receive, in addition to the eqnip- 
muent allowance payable to aa unmarried subscriber, the sum of 150 
rupees for his wife, and 75 rupees for each child, on making a decla- 
ration, upon honour, that he does not possess sufficient funds for 
that purpose. 

17. A married subaltern (or widower with offspring) at home ou 
Sick certificate, shall, on furnishing the declaration required from 
unmarried subscribers, reeeive £15 per annum for his wife, and 
£7.10s. for each of his children, if the number does not exceed two, 
in addition to his own income allowance from the fund; but the 
total sam payable on their account stall not exceed £30 per 
‘annum. 

18, A married captain (or widower having offspring), at home 
on sick certificate, shall, on application, receive the same allowance 
for his wife and children as a subaltern, subject, however, to a 
‘deduction of any yearly income he may possess beyond his pay; 
‘such application to be accompanicd by a declaration according to 
the form marked [in the Appendix. 

19. A married subscriber shall be entitled to receive on his 
personal security, and free of interest, a loan equal to the 
passave money of his rank, as established by the modified regula- 
tions, for the purpose of sending his wife and children to England, 
previded that the said loan be repaid by instalments within 
twenty months from the date of its advance. 

29. ft is however to be understood, that a married subscriber 
above the rank of subaltern, availing himself of the benefits under 
‘the preceding article, cannot be allowed to draw more than 1,000 
rupees for each child’; and in no case shalt the sum advanced 
exceed the passage money of ‘his rank. But married sub- 
scribers holding the rauk of ensign or lieutenant are permitted, if 
they think it necessary, to draw the full amount allowed, though 
sending home only one child. 

21. Asimilar loan on the same conditions shall be grat:ted to a 
married subscriber in Endia for the purpose of bringing his family

22. In all cases, when the widow and children of a subscriber 
have become excluded, according to the regulations, from the 
benefits of the fund, it shall be competent for the directors to pay 
to such witow and children, if in distressed circumstances, a 
sum not exceeding 1,500 rapees. 

33. Articles 12, 13. 14, 16, latter part 17, aud 18 of section four 
of the foriner regulations were rescinded by the decision on the 
Sth preposition of the 36ti crceular 5* but as this resolution was 
not tohavearetrospective effect, all annnitants on the fund previous 
to the 23d September 1624 remain subject to the furmer regula- 
tions, aud consequently such anuuitants shall coutinue to faruish, 
every half year, affidavits, specifying whether they possess any 
property or not, and iu the former case its actual amount, and 
drawn up in the form iu the Appendix marked C. 

24. hi. the same manger, the next of kip or guardiau of children 
annuitarts ou the fuud, prior to the 23d September 1624, shall 
furnish a half-yearly atlidavit in the form its the Appendix mark- 
ed D. 

25. But female annvitants receiving the extended anuuity, shall 
still furnish, after their eighteenth year, bhalf-yearly affidavits, 
specifying whether they have any, and what iucome or property 
besides that derived from the fuud, and these affidavits shall be 
drawn up in the form iu the Appendix marked E. 


Benefits to Unmarried Subscribers. 


26. Subaltern officers who proceed tu Europe on sick certificate 
shali, on making a declaration on honour, according to the form 
F in the Appendix, that they do not pussess property which will, 
including their pay, produce an income of £140, be eutitled to 
receive trom the fund such amount annually as, with their pay aud 
other income, will make up that sum during the period of their 
receiving pay in England; and such subalterns, in case of ac- 
quining any properly or iucowe during their residence in Europe, 
shall immediately furuish the agents with aa affidavit specifying 
the same, 

27. & 28. Subscribers,of whatever rauk, who proceed to Europe 
on sick certificate, and who are not furnished with a passage by 
government, Shall, ou making a declaration on honour, according 
to the turm in the Appeudix warked G, that they du not possess 
the means of paying for their passage, be enritlhed to receive for 


that purpose a sum according :o the tulluwing Scale; vic. 
Homewurd. Outward.

But for all ranks above that of Lieutenant, the amount can only 
be drawn as a loan, the party engaging to repey the same within 
twelve mouths.

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29. Subscribers proceeding te England on sick certificate shall 
further be eutitled to receive the sum of 460 rupees for their 
equipment, on their application for the same being accompanied 
by a declaration on honour, according to the form in the Appendix 
marked H, that they do not possess sufficient funds for thet 
purpose. 

30. Subscribers proceeding to England from any other place 
than Bombay on sick certificate, duly obtained according to the 
regulations, shall be entitled to the same benefits on giving the 
secretary the necessary information, and furnishing him with the 
required declaration on honour. 

31. Unmarried subscribers contracting marriage with persons 
excluded from the benefits of the fand by Section 3d, article Ist, 
shall continue to enjoy all the personal advantages derivable from 
the fund. Such subscribers may also pay the additional donation 
and subscription on their marriage as married subscribers; in 
which case their widows and children shall, on their death, be 
entitled to receive from the fund the amount of subscription paid 
by them, with compound interest accumulating half-yearly, de- 
ducting therefrom, with similar interest, the amount of any ad. 
vances which they may have previously received from the fund, 
or to receive, iv lieu of all demands, .a sum ‘not exceeding 1,500 
rupees, 

32. If a subscriber, whether married or unmarried, be dis- 
missed the service, the directors are authorized to refund to him 
the amount of ‘subscription which he ‘has contributed to the fund, 
deducting therefrom any sams which may have been previously 
advanced to him. 


SECTION 1V. 
Causes of Exclusion from the Benefits of the Fund. 


Art. 1. A-subscriber, prior to the late order of the Hon. Coart, 
withdrawing from the fund, forfeits, ipso facto, all claims to the 
benefits derivable from it, as also the amount of his donation 
and subscription, and all other sums which he may have paid up 
to the period of his secession. 

2. The non-payment of donation, subscription, or any other 
sum demanded from them in conformity to the regulations, shall 
exclude subscribers from all benefits derivable from the fund. 

3. The non-compliance with any regulation of the Military 
Fund, or the bringing under litigation any decision which has 
been passed in conformity to these regulations. 

4. All income derive’ from the Bombay Military Fund is de- 
clared to be unalienable, and the fact of attempting the alienation 
of such income in any manner, or under any pretence, shall he 
deeuied in itself a forfeiture of all future benefits from the fand, 

5. The widow of a subscriber who shall have been legally di- 
verced or separated fram her husband, or who shall at the time of 
his death have quitted his protection, or shall be living in a state

of adultery, thoagh not icgally separated or divorced, shall not 
be entitled to any benefit from the fund under any circumstances 
whatever, 

6. If, after the widow of a subscriber shall have been admitted 
to the benefits of the fund, it shall at any time appear to the satis- 
faction of the Directors that she is living ina state of inconti- 
nence, or in a manner discreditable to We memory of her hus- 
band, she shall forfeit all claims to the benefits derivable from the 
fund, and shall in future be deprived of her annuity. 


Secrion V. 


Eventual Benefits of the Fund. 


Art. 1. Independent of the benefits which have been recited, 
the Bombay Military Fund is considered as holding out the 
prospect of eventual benefits under the following circumstances. 

2. If at any future period it shall be found that the funds of 
the institution afford a considerab'e surplus, after providing for 
the actual and probable applications for relief under the preceding 
articles, it shall then, and not otherwise, be cumpetert for the 
directors of the institution, provided the permission of the Hon. 
Court of Directors be obtained, to afford the aid of the fund iu the 
following cases: 

First. To subscribers compelled by ill health to abandon the 
country after tep years’ service, and before they are entitled to re- 
tire on full pay, the regulated passage money of their rank, and an 
annuity which shall render their total income, from whatever 
source derived, equal to the full pay of their rank, 

Second. To officers who may have served twenty-two years in 
India, and may be obliged by ill-health to retire from the service 
without having obtained the rank of major, the regulated passage 
money of their rank, and such assistance from the fund as wi:l 
reuder their whole income, from whatever source, equal to the 
pay of major; and, as in the case of widows, the possession of 
an income not exceeding half the pay of a major of infantry, shall 
not occasion an abatement from the provision to be mare from the 
fund. 

- Third. In the event of a still further surplus, it shall be com. 
peteut for the directors of the Military Fund, at their discretion, 
ty assist officers retiring from the service on full pay in limited 
circumstances, with a sum equal to the regulated passage-money 
of their rank, provided always that the resignation of such officer 
shall actnally have been accepted previously to embarkation. 

3d. Should the fund, hcwever, at any period fall short of the 
demands upon it, so that the annual income will not defray the 
amount of the annuities and other claims, then it shali be in the 
power of the directors to wake a proportionate deduction from the 
annuity of each annoitant, an: from the paymeuts to other 
claimants above the rank of subaltern, until the state of the fund 
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shall afford the means of complete payment; when, if a surplus 
income exists, the arrears shull be made good from the amount of 
surplus, but not otherwise.

FURLOUGH AND RETIRING REGULATIONS. 


Officers must have served ten years on the island (except in 
case of sickness, of which satisfactory proof will be required), 
before they can be allowed a furlough, the period of which is two 
years and a half, reckoning from the time of their leaving the island 
until their return toit. During this time they are allowed the pay 
of theirrank. 

Officers having served twenty-six years, including two years 
for one furlough, or twenty-four years without any furlough, are 
allowed to retire on the full pay of their rank. 

The superintending surgeon, when on furlough, is to draw pay 
as lieut. colonel; the head surgeon (having served twenty years) 
as major; surgeon as captain; dnd assistant surgeons as licu- 
tenant. The pay of these officers on retirement also is regu- 
lated in the same manner. The period of servitude to entitle them 
to which is twenty-two years, including one furlough. 
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A chaplain, after seven years’ service, is allowed to come home 
on furlough and receive the pay of major. Should he come home 
from sickness prior to this period of service he is allowed the pay of 
captain only. 

A chaplain, after fifteen years’ service, is allowed to retire on the 
pay of lieut.-colonel. After ten years, if his health will not allow 
him to continue in the service, on the half-pay of lieut-colonel ; 
and after seven years, if prevented by the same cause from con- 
tinuing in the service, on the half pay of major.
